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MINUTES 


Thirtieth Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 


The Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio, and other States con- 
vened in the Ev. Luth. Trinity Church, Rev. C. H. Rohe pastor, 
at Columbus, O., at 9 a. m. Sept. 4, 1890. The opening of 
Synod was preceded by divine services, at which Rev. H. J. 
Schuh by appointment of the worthy President of Joint 


Synod preached on Neh. 4. 


The Synod was then opened by the Honorable President, Prof. 
M. Loy, D. D. in accordance with our Liturgy, after which the

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and from our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Amen! 


Betovep Breraren tN Curist Jesus! With words of 
praise we again assemble in the name of the Lord who again in 
the past two years has unceasingly blessed us. “Serve the Lord 
with gladness: come before His presence with singing. Know 
ye that the Lord He is God: it is He that hath made us, and not 
we ourselves; we are His people, and the sheep of His pasture. 
Enter into His gates with thanksgiving, and into His courts 
with praise: be thankful unto Him and bless His name. For 
the Lord is good; His mercy is everlasting; and His truth 
endureth to all generations.” Ps. 100, 25. 

Since our last meeting our Synod has perceptibly grown and 
become stronger. In every District the work to which He has 
called and prepared us, is steadily advancing. Through His 
_ grace we have “continued steadfastly in the Apostles’ doctrine 
and fellowship, in the breaking of bread, and in prayers.” . 
Throughout our Synod there is peace and harmony, and every- 
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i where in our midst we see inudstry and zeal in the service of our 
. Lord and Master. There is indeed no lack of weaknesses and 
4 faults wherever human beings live and labor, and in our Synod 
| too these have not been absent in the last two years. “Lord, 
q enter not into judgment with Thy servant; for in Thy sight 
1 shall no man living be justified.” Ps. 143, 2. 
But it is His work in which we are engaged and He has in 
* mercy provided that, notwithstanding our weakness, it has pros- 

pered. 
1 We are a richly blessed Synod. May we not forget to give 
| all honor to that Lord alone from whom all blessings flow. “ Not 
unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto Thy name give glory, 
a for Thy mercy and for Thy truth’s sake.” Ps, 115, 1. 


. It is evident that the Lord of the Church intends to use our 
Ohio Sy nod for greater ends than we dreamed of in former years. 
. From the beginning it has been our endeavor to do our humble 
: part of the work which He had assigned to us in the Lutheran 
: Church of this country. The territory assigned us was compara- 
tively limited in extent and we never tried arbitrarily to extend 
| it. The mind that strives after high things we never permitted 
iy to gain control of us, but we were content honestly and in the 
| name of the Lord to do the work whereunto the Lord had 


sent us. 
i It was our endeavor to walk in the ways of the Lord and to 
11 prove ourselves His faithful servants. The Lord blessed us in 
; this work, and in spite of many hindrances and contests, our 
} Synod grew and became strong. | 
| 1 In this way it happened that our territory became larger 
1 and our task a great one. This the Lord has done. His ways 
are indeed always a marvel in our eyes. We have always been 
willing to join in with other Lutheran Synods and divide the 
1 work between us, so that one should not hinder the other, but 
all should pursue one and the sameend. We sought not our 
own advancement but that of the whole Church, and never had 
the ambition of becoming the foremost defenders of the pure 
| doctrine of the Gospel and thereby the leading Lutheran Synod 
41. of the country. Gladly we would have joined other Synods in 
| 


forming the General Council, and with these to exalt the banner 
of the pure doctrine and sacraments, if only these others had been 
willing to do the same in genuine Lutheran fidelity. If I un- 
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derstand the spirit of our Synod correctly, we are to-day yet 
ready to enter that general body, if the Lutheran Conſessions in 
doctrine and practice would there receive full recognition. We 
connected ourselves with the Synodical Conference and we 
thought thereby to be able to advance the good cause of the Lu- 
theran Church in our land. We did this notwithstanding the 
fact that we were compelled to submit to a great deal of un- 
friendliness on the part of Missouri, which was always actuated 
by a spirit that looked down with disdain upon others. Un- 
doubtedly we would yet be in that body, if this had not been 
made impossible by its lamentable defection from the true faith. 
It is then not our doing that we occupy the position in the his- 
tory of the Church in America which we do and in which we find 
ourselves to-day. The sphere of our activity has become widely 
extended. The whole land lies before us and it is our work to 
bring everywhere the pure Word and Sacraments. Unfortu- 
nately we knew of no other Lutheran body in the land with 
which we could with a cheerful heart divide the work, al- 
though we would gladly do so, and it pains us that their loose- 
ness of doctrine and practice makes this impossible. I would 
tremble in view of the task which is before us, did I not know 
with certainty that the Lord has ordained it thus and He will 
provide for the future. Let us try to appreciate fully our high 
calling and let us not through a false humility, which in reality 
is nothing but a lack of faith, hesitate in our work, but cheer- 
fully and heartily improve the opportunities which the Lord 
Himself has opened for us and which He commands us to seize. 


To a certain extent the Synod has recognized its duty and 
has endeavored to perform it. 


Besides our flourishing College and Theological Seminary in 
Columbus and our prosperous Teachers’ Seminary in Woodville, 
Ohio, we have two Practical Seminaries established to educate 
pastors in a shorter period in order to meet the sore needs of the 
present crisis in this respect. Our German Seminary in Afton 
has in the short period of its existence already accomplished a 
great deal of good, and the English Seminary in Hickory is 
already beginning to bear good fruits. From both Synod has 
reasons, under the blessings of God, to expect good results for its 
work and both deserve the care and concern of Synod, although 
we must not forget that they are intended to be practical semina- 
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ries, and were founded to meet our present want and dare not in 
any way be hindrances to the growth of our institutions in 
Columbus, and correspondingly to the growth of the Synod, 
Our orphans too receive the best of care in our excellently arranged 
and well managed Home in Richmond, Ind, And never in the 
history of our Synod has such an enthusiasm and such activity 
in the cause of missions displayed itself as is now the case. It is 
certainly true that the Synod has in part recognized its high 
duties and has labored accordingly. 


Unfortunately, according to my view, we can not with jus- 
tice say more than that we have in part recognized and fulfilled 
this duty. In these days when the harvest is ripe, the work and 
the responsibilities heavy, we have special reasons to reflect on 
the Apostolic injunction: “ Wherefore be ye steadfast, immov- 
able, always abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye 
know that our labor is not in vain in the Lord.” 1 Cor. 15, 58. 
As sure as it is that we are saved by grace through faith alone, 
without the works of the law, so certain it is also that the gracious 
Lord has called us to labor in His kingdom. It is the duty of 
our Synod to preserve the saving truth of the divine Word. 
Without this all our work would be nothing. But it is also 
Synod’s duty to spread the knowledge of this doctrine of salva- 
tion for the deliverance of mankind. He who is Christ’s dis- 
ciple hears Christ’s words, and does not permit the thought to 
enter his mind that the universal command to go out and preach 
the Gospel to every creature, is not his concern. And yet it has 
the appearance as if not only some individual members of our 
congregations among us entertain such thoughts, but that such 
is done even by entire congregations. Some show entirely too 
little sympathy and co-operation in the great mission work, on 
the accomplishment of which in the end depends the hallowing 
of God's name, the coming of His kingdom, the doing of His 
will. While we were asleep, materialism and rationalism have 
found their way into the heads of many of our members. Thus 


it has been brought about that a righteousness before man is 


looked upon as equal to a righteousness before God and the 


earthly goods which we possess are regarded as absolute posses- 
sions of our own which we can use and abuse according to our 


on will, without conceding to another any rights to control 


these or to call us to account for our stewardship. That we are 
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only stewards who with the Lord's pogsessions are to do the 
Lord's will, and that we will be called upon to render an account 
of our stewardship is by many looked upon as an empty phrase. 
And yet this is so plainly taught in the Holy Scriptures and as 
plainly implied in the character of Christianity, which is an 
acceptance of salvation from the grace of God through Christ 
and a dedication of one’s soul to the service of the Lord who has 
bought us and made us His own, that one cannot but be aston- 
ished at the luck of appreciation of this principle on the part of 
such Christians, and one is almost compelled to believe that they 
do not at all possess the spirit of Christ and are not His disciples. 
In this regard instruction and exhortation and petition and 
prayer are matters of the greatest importance, so that the work 
may be accomplished which the Lord our God desires to have 
done through our Synod and which He has commanded us. 
Only in part have we accomplished our task. Let us ever grow 
in the work of the Lord. 


All who are willing to see will recognize the fact that our 
institutions must not only be kept up, but they must be en- 
larged and grow, if they are to do justice to the constantly in- 
creasing demands made upon them. We do not close our eyes 
to the fact that in the last two years also we have had not a few 
difficulties to carry them on in their present proportions. There 
are many who do not do what they could and should do to carry 
on this work, and the burden falls all the heavier upon those 
who work zealously and faithfully. It has thus happened that 
in gloomy days, many a faithful worker was in danger of losing 
courage and giving up hope. But yet the Lord has always come 
to the rescue and will not cease to help. He it is who gave us 
this high calling and He will see to it that our trust in His 
gracious help will not come toshame. Whatever is recognized 
as our duty to be done according to His will, this we will, in His 
name, determine to do, and not doubt that He who can do far 
beyond all that we can comprehend, will guide the hearts and 
minds of men in such a way that the necessary means for this 
work will be secured. Cast your cares upon Him, for He cares 
for us. We can then in good cheer and confidence go to work, 
feeling assured that our labors will not be in vain in the Lord. 


But this we must not forget that we must work and that 
our Lord wants to use us for this purpose. He has saved us in 
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order that we should be His, and live and labor under Him in 
His kingdom. “For by grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God: not of works, lest 
any man should boast. For we are His workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus unto good works which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them.” Eph. 2, 8-10. Let us not forget 
this. Let the Lord’s will be made known in our congregations, 
This will is our sanctification in love, as well as our justification 
by faith. Christians must learn to put everything they have 
into the service of God, and constantly to learn to do this better 


and more thoroughly. He who will not use his money and goods 


to the glory of God, not only commits a sin, but even the great sin 
of unbelief and of idolatry. Therefore the Apostle says: But 
godliness with contentment is great gain, for we brought nothing 
into the world, and it is certain we can carry nothing out. And 
having food and raiment let us therewith be content. But they 
that will be rich fall into temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown men in destruction and 
perdition. For the love of money is the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted after, they have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with many sorrows. But thou, O 
man of God, flee these things.” 1 Tim. 6, 6-11. Probably our 
congregations have not had the proper regard for this, and yet 
the care ſor the salvation of souls and the zeal for the work com- 
manded by the Lord should have suggested this. If a change is 
to be effected in this regard, then we must preach the Gospel 
with greater zeal, so that the hearts may be thoroughly converted 
to Christ, but we must also continue in instruction and exhorta- 
tion as to how Christians should walk and please God and how 
they should ever grow to the praise of His holy name. My 
brethren, be not slothful in what ye should do. 


In accordance with the resolution of the last Synod a Pre- 
liminary Committee has been appointed to prepare the work for 
the present session. We thus have already prepared reports 
and the Synod can at once begin its discussions. An Order of 
Business has also been prepared, which is herewith laid before 
this body. 

One request yet I would like to express to the Synod. As I 
have now for 28 years been President of Synod and have become 
old in the work, it will not be surprising that I now would like to 
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be relieved of the burden of this office. I accordingly ask that in 
the election to this position my name be not taken into consid- 
eration. 

Let us then in the name of the Lord with confidence proceed 
to the important work which lies before us, and may the Lord 
our God, who has called us to this, grant us His blessing and 
prosper His work among us. Amen. M. Loy.

2 to 5 o’clock; and three in the evening. Each session was 


opened with appropriate divine service by the chaplain of 
Synod, Prof. H. K. G. Doermann. 


REPORT- OF THE MEETING OF THE PRE- 
LIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with a resolution of last Joint Synod a Pre- 
liminary Committee, consisting of four members from each Dis- 
trict, assembled in the Trinity Church, C. H. Rohe, pastor, at 
Columbus, O., on Tuesday the 2nd of Sept. 1890, at 9 A. M. 

The Hon. President of Joint Synod, Prof. M. Loy D.D., 
opened the meeting by reading a portion of Scripture and with 
prayer. Dr. M. Loy was chosen President and Rev. E. A, 
Boehme Secretary. The following representatives of the differ- 
ent Districts announced their presence: 
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I. Western District: Prof. W. F. Stellhorn, Rev. H. Wicke- 
meyer, and Messrs, R. Guthke and C. Nagel. 


II. Eastern District: Revs. H. J. Schuh and E. A. Boehme 
and Messrs. H. Ahlers and K. Rosenkranz.

Fourth Sub-committee (Sundry Matters): Revs. Doermann, 


Boehme and Beck, and Messrs. Nagel, Rosenkranz and Mochel. 


After these sub-committees had completed their work, the 
result was then referred to the Preliminary Committee as a 
whole, which examined the different reports as far as possible 
before they were presented to Synod. The Preliminary Com- 
mittee also agreed on an Order of Business and a new Plan of 
Election, as the minutes of Synod will show.

A. Theological Seminary and Capital University at 
Columbus, Ohio. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE EV: LUTH. SEMINARY AT 
COLUMBUS, o. 


In the name of said Board the undersigned herewith sub- 
mits the following report to an Honorable Synod. 


In the name of God the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 
Amen. | 

During the two past synodical years God has not left Him- 
self without witness towards our seminary. He has shown us 
His grace, and blessed our work of educating and preparing 
young men as laborers in His vineyard. Our honorable teachers 
in our seminary were enabled, without any interruption, faith- 
fully to attend to their important offices. God has faithfully 
watched over our institution, and did not permit the prince 
of darkness to destroy it. God has done this purely out of 
fatherly, divine goodness and mercy, without any merit or wor- 
thiness in us. For this we should heartily give honor, praise, 
and thanks unto Him, and ask Him to grant unto us the power 
and wisdom of the Holy Ghost to do so. 

We beg leave to report to the Honorable Synod, that during 
the school year, from Sept. 1888 to July 1889, 28 students were in 
the seminary. At the close of the year 8 of these were exam- 
ined, and having been found well qualified, were recommended 
for ordination. During the school year, from Sept. 1889 to July 
1890, there were until Dec. 29, and after that, 30 students in the 
seminary. Five of these, including a Norwegian, were exam- 
ined, and having passed a good examination, were dismissed into 
the ministry. Since last meeting of Synod 58 students were 
accordingly instructed in our seminary, and of these 13 were sent 
into the ministry. This is a smaller number sent out from our 
seminary into the vineyard of the Lord than was sent out two 
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and four years ago, (two years ago 20, and four years ago 27.) It 
is certainly the sacred duty of every one of us to do all we can 
that a greater number of talented and Christian students enter 
into our seminary, inasmuch as Synod’s field of labor is con- 
stantly enlarging. 

In general the health, diligence and deportment of the stu- 
dents were satisfactory. 

In the meeting in December, 1888, the Board approved the 
action of the honorable faculty appointing Prof. Stellhorn as 
teacher of Hebrew in the Seminary. 

In December, 1889, Mr. G. Hellermann, a member of Rev. 
Rohe’s congregation, was elected a member of the College Board, 
the time of Mr. Meier having expired. 

The honorable faculty was also requested to give instruction 
to the theological students concerning the liturgical part of our 
divine services. This will be carried out as soon as possible. It 
is also to be reported to Synod that the term of office of three 
directors bas expired, to wit.: Reus. G. Mochel and H. Wicke- 
meyer and Mr. Ph. Schuh, and that three members are to be 
elected. 

May God, the Lord and Head of the Church, be with our 
seminary also in the future; and grant that it may continue to 
exist for many days to come, and that much good may be done 
through it.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CAPITAL UNIVER- 
. SITY AT COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dear BretHren :—Within the past two years scenes, sad 
and joyful have occurred in connection with our Institution at 
Columbus, O., but in the midst of embarrassment and encour- 
agement the college has pursued her even course, dnd not only 
held aloft her Christian banner, but made most encouraging 
progress. 

At the timé of your last meeting the Board of Trustees ex- 
tended a call to Rev. K. Hemminghaus, then of Vandyne, Wis., 
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to the chair of Latin, made vacant by the resignation of Prof. 
Theo. Mees. 

This call was accepted and the duties taken up as soon after 
the opening of school as possible. At this time Dr. Schodde was 
appointed professor of Hebrew in the college and Prof. Stellhorn 
was given charge of this study in the seminary. 

Prof. Herman T. Schmidt was called as instructor of vocal 
music at a salary of $200 per year. The professor entered upon 
the work in the fall of 1888 and gave instruction twice a week, 
proving by the progress of the work the fitness of the appoint- 
ment. This chair, however, is vacant at present, as Prof. Schmidt 
felt it his duty to resign. 

The number of students has been much larger than in 
former years. In the school year of 1888 and 1889 some 52 new 
students were enrolled, and in the year 1889-1890 there were 48 
additions. The whole number attending this last year was 124, 
and of this number 58 were self-supporting and 66 beneficiaries. 
This large number of students made it very difficult to obtain 
the necessary accommodation for them. In many instances 
three had to be put in one room. Even the Faculty room was 
given up and transformed into a students’ room. The question: 
How to obtain more room is a very urgent one, and demands the 
earnest and prayerful attention of your honorable body at this 
meeting. What shall we do with the number of new students 
expected this fall? At the meeting of your College Board held 
June 20th, 1889, the following was adopted : 


“ Whereas, Our Institutions at Columbus, Ohio, are at present 
crowded and the number of students will, with God’s blessing, 
increase, we recognize the necessity of making more room for the 
accommodation of students. 


(1) We, the Trustees of Capital University, deem it best to 
erect a new building east of the present University building. 

(2) For the securing of the necessary funds, for the erection 
of this building, we would advise as the best method, the taking 
of shares for five years of $50 or $100 each, without interest. 


(3) That the three Districts which have not yet met this 
year be requested to take this matter into consideration and re- 
port the result to the President of Joint Synod, Dr. M. Loy, by 
Nov. Ist, 1889, and if favorable the pastors and congregations of 
the other Districts shall be asked to take action and report to the 
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President, Dr. M. Loy, by the next meeting the of Board. Those 
not reporting shall be counted as voting ſor the propositions of 
the Board.“ 

The District Synods not encouraging the plan, no ſurther 
steps were taken in the matter, except to memorialise Joint 
Synod on the subject. 

If something is not done speedily to relieve us in this mat- 
ter, the whole work of Synod will languish. 

A division of the students rooming in the building. was 
made for morning and evening worship. This was necessary for 
want of a room sufficiently large to accommodate them all at one 
time. | 

With a view to the more efficient teaching of the German, 
the following was adopted at our last meeting: 


(1) That the classes already formed for instruction in Ger- 
man, viz.: two in the grammar school and four in the college, 
be so arranged as to meet solely the wants of students whose 
mother tongue is not the German. 

(2) That besides these six classes three others be formed for 
those who are conversant with German when they enter the 
Institution, vis: one in the grammar school and two in the col- 
lege, each having a two year's course; the second reviewing and 
supplementing the first. | 

(3) From now on the Homonoia ard Germenia Societies 
shall be put on an equal footing in this: that no student be com- 
pelled, directly or indirectly, to join either. 

The following action was taken with a view to relieving the 
Faculty of some of the editorial work. 


(1) In order that the President of Capital University may 

be relieved of a part of the executive work of his office, by the 
appointment of an assistant, we recommend that the Joint 
’ Synod be memorialized to create the office of Vice-President. 


(2) Whilst the editing of the Magazine and Zeithlactter shall 
remain in the hands of the theological faculty, editors-in-chief 
shall be appointed outside of the faculty for both, the Standard 
and Kirchenzeitung with assisting editors. 

In order to relieve Dr. Loy in the editing of the Standard, 
the Board requested Prof. Pflueger, assisted by Dr. Schodde and 
Prof. Hemminghaus to assume this responsibility until the meet- 
ing of Joint Synod. The brethren kindly consented to do this. 
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The Board being asked to confer the title of D. D. upon a 
professor in one of our Institutions, not seeing its way clear to 
comply with the request, herewith asks the Joint Synod to ad- 
vise as to the propriety of doing such a thing. 

From the report of the General Treasurer it was seen that 
we are in debt about $2,700 for salaries and bills to Capital Uni- 


versity. This whole matter will come before you in the report of 


the treasurer. 

William Beck, steward, sent in his resignation of the office 
at our last meeting. It was accepted, and Mr. Samuel Koch, a 
former steward, was elected and has entered upon his duties. 

Two rooms in the basement of the University building are 
to be fitted up as a gymnasium. 

The Executive Committee was instructed to.attend to the 
grave of our sainted Prof. Lehmann and collect money at the 
meeting of Joint Synod to defray expenses. 

The brethren Werder and Simon were asked to write articles 
for the Zeitblaetter and Magazine, setting forth the state of the 
treasury and how to carry out the fifty cent system. 

All important papers and documents of Synod pertaining to 
our Institutions at Columbus, are ordered placed in the hands of 
the General Treasurer for safe-keeping. 

Praying God’s rich blessing upon your deliberations, this re- 
port is herewith submitted. J, Beck, Secretary.

REPORT OF THE FIRST SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE TWO 
PRECEDING REPORTS. 


According to this report we have all reason to thank God 


for the rich blessing which, in the past two years, He has be- 


stowed upon this branch of our educational work. 

Rev. K. Hemminghaus has been called and appointed as 
Professor of the Latin language. A few changes have been 
made in the curriculum and especially in reference to a better 
advancement of the German. 

1, We approve of these actions. 

For a while our students received instruction in vocal 
music from an extra appointed teacher. This instruction how- 
ever has been discontinued, 
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2. Your committee moves that further arrangements be 
made to resume this instruction. 

8. Your committee further recommends that the present 
office of President of our Institution at Columbus be divided 
into. the office of Dean of the Faculty and of President of the 
Institution—the Dean to be the head of the Faculty and the 
President to be the executive officer of the external affairs of 
the Institution. 

4. In this connection we propose to appoint Dr. M. Loy for 
the former office and Prof. C. H. L. Schuette for the latter. 

5. We move that Rev. C. H. Rohe be appointed as editor 
of the Kirchenzeitung and Rev. D. Simon of the Luth. Standard; 
and also that Professors Stellhorn and Schmid and Rev. Werder 
be appointed assistant editors of the Kirchenzeitung, and Prof. 
Pflueger, Dr. Schodde and Rev. Pfeiffer as assistant editors of 
the Lutheran Standard. 

6. Concerning the advisability of conferring the title of 
Doctor of Divinity we have no definite recommendations to 
make, but leave it to @e honorable Synod to decide in the 
matter. 

7. We propose that the intention of the Board to finish 
two rooms in the basement of the University building for gym- 
nastic exercises of our students be carried into effect. 

8. We heartily endorse the proposition to finish the im- 
provements on the burying ground of our sainted Prof. Leh- 
mann and to defray the expenses arising therefrom by a collec- 
tion to be taken here at Synod. | 

9. In order to get more room for our students at Columbus 
we move that our preparatory department at Columbus be trans- 
ferred to Woodville and that there sufficient room be provided. 
10. Finally we move that the rest of the actions of the 
Board be approved and that the report and the report of the 
Seminary Board be printed in the minutes. 


PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


With regard to proposition 2 it was resolved, that instruc- 
tion in vocal music be resumed, and that all students having 
the ministry in view be required to attend this instruction. 
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Before a vote was taken on items 3 and 4, our worthy Presi- 
dent made in substance the following statement: He said, that 
no doubt his resignation as President of Capital University had 
led to the division of that office. Lest, however, a false impression 
go out, he feels himself constrained to state, that said resignation 
was not due to any difficulty whatever in the Faculty, as perfect 
harmony prevailed tbere, nor that our institutions have not been 
richly blessed, but solely to failing health and strength. He has 
grown old in the work of the Church and has labored hard in 
his time, but now his constitution cannot bear up under the 
burden as in years gone by. The duties of his office require 
some one who can apply himself with all energy to the same, 
and this he can under existing circumstances no longer do, and 
it is his firm conviction that some one younger and stronger, in 
the prime of life should fill this position. He is willing indeed 
to serve his Lord and Master as long as He gives him grace and 
strength, but our Synod has grown larger under God's grace and 
the duties and responsibilities of his office correspondingly, so 
that he must regard it almost as an injustice to himself and 
Synod to remain longer in this office which he can not fulfill to 
his own satisfaction. 


To this it was answered that he ought by all means to accept 
the position, since no one could exercise a better moral influence 
over the students than he, and that the office as Dean of the 


Faculty would not increase his duties much beyond his work as 


theological professor. It was further remarked, that the division 
was made not only with the view to lighten his burden, but 
especially owing to the fact, that it is extremely difficult to find 
a man who is both practically and intellectually capable of filling 
the office of President alone. Notwithstanding the explanations 
of the worthy Doctor he was elected Dean of Faculty by a rising 
and almost unanimous vote—only two dissenting voices. 


Item 5, concerning the Standard and Kirchenzeitung and their 
editorship, was referred to the sub-committee having 9 
matters in hand. 


In answer to item 6, after the use and abuse of conferring 
honorary titles and the difference prevailing in this country and 
in Germany in this regard, had been discussed at some length, 
the following was carried: 
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Resolved, That Synod does not disapprove of the conferring 


of honorary degrees u worthy members of our Synod by the 
Board of Capital University. 


To point 8 was added: 


Resolved, That Pastor J. Beck be appointed to learn the 
amount necessary to make the required improvements, report 
the same to Synod, and receive contributions for that purpose 
during session of Synod. . 

Proposition 9 to remove the Grammar School from Colum- 
bus to Woodville elicited a long, warm and earnest discussion. 
That something must be done for the better accommodation of 
our students at Columbus and Woodville was a foregone conclu- 
sion. The most feasible plan in the present emergency seemed 
to be the removal of our preparatory department at Columbus 
to Woodville, and there attach a wing to the present structure. 
Many reasons were advanced in favor of this proposition. It 
was stated that the same branches are taught in the grammar 
school at Columbus as in the preparatory department at Wood- 
ville The removal of our preparatory department at Columbus 
would thus not necessitate an increase of the teaching force, but 
on the other hand, our teaching force would be better distributed 
and that too without any additional expense. Since this 
true, would it not be wisdom to build only at Woodville, at 
least for the present? Moreover, experience has shown us that 
living, board, ete., is cheaper at Woodville than at Columbus, 
and thus there would be a saving in this regard. Our Wood- 
ville Seminary alone has a surplus from the sum appropriated 
to that institution for current expenses. At Woodville we 
could also build with much less expense, since the structure 
there is so arranged that a wing could readily be attached, and at 
Columbus a separate building would be required. Not without 
importance too is the fact, that in a smaller place like Woodville 
the temptations are not so many and great, as in a larger city 
like Columbus. For years our house-fathers at Columbus have 


also experienced the great ofr and unpleasantness of 


placing older and younger studeg#s alike under the same rules 
of discipline. The same rules regulations governing young 
boys in the preparatory department and young men in the 
theological class can certainly not do justice to both. This 
difficulty would, at least to a great extent, be met by the re- 
moval of our preparatory department from Columbus to Wood- 
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ville. It is certainly more desirable that we should have more 
preparatory departments throughout Synod as feeders for our 
higher institutions of learning, than that the two be united in 
one, but at present this is not practicable.—Finally the other 
side rallied and came forth with some very pertinent arguments 
against the removal. By such a step, it was said, we would 
incur a great loss of students. Those who are entirely English 
would not go to Woodville, since there is no English Lutheran 
Church there. Again, many in and near Columbus would be 
lost, as also many of those who already have older brothers at 
Columbus, and who would naturally prefer going there. Besides 
our preparatory department at Columbus often proves a very 
convenient arrangement for many more advanced students. It 
often happens that students come to Columbus who are com- 
petent at once to enter the College, being deficient in only one 
or two branches. These students can study such branches here 
at Columbus in the preparatory department and still continue 
their course in the College. Again, it occurs that many come to 
Columbus who have not the ministry in view, yet, by the very 
nature of circumstances and surroundings, the disposition is 
wrought in them in time to choose the ministry as their profes- 
sion. It was further remarked that the especial purpose and 
tendency of Woodville is to prepare young men for parochial 
school teachers and of Columbus for the ministry, hence they 
should not be mixed. Woodville has, under the blessing of 
God, been doing noble work and the good fruits of that institu- 
tion are manifest. Why should a step now be taken which 
would unquestionably prove a burden and barrier to the good 
cause which that institution is furthering? Woodville would 
gain nothing by such a step and Columbus would lose much.— 
To this the reply was made, that at Woodville arrangements 
could be made for English services; that it would not be prudent 
to ask our people so soon again for such a large sum of money ; 
that we could build for one-third less at Woodville than at 
Columbus; that at Woodville it would be necessary at any rate 
to build even for the accommodation of those studying for 
teachers. But all was of no avail. The longer the proposition 
of removing our preparatory department at Columbus to Wood- 
ville was discussed, the fewer its advocates became. The vote 
stood 55 for and 99 against removal.— Yet the real question and 


difficulty before Synod was not settled, viz., What shall be done 
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for more room at Columbus? — Our institution at Columbus is 
overcrowded. Can we say to our congregations that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to build? If so, then in God's name we must 
build. The evil fruits of such delay seem to manifest them- 
selves already. Last year we had 50 new students; this year 
but 26 have announced themselves. The cause of this decrease 
is no doubt the poor accommodations at Columbus. Who can 
say to new students that our accommodations at Columbus are 
all that can be desired? The rooms were intended for only two 
students, but last year as many as three and four were crowded 
into one room. Our present structure will accommodate 96, but 
as many as 135 found shelter there last year. Certainly all must 
rejoice that the number of students has so handsomely increased. 
For years we have prayed the Lord to send more laborers into 
His harvest. This prayer was answered by filling our institu- 
tion to overflowing. Shall we stop here and say to new stu- 
dents: We cannot accommodate you, go home? and thus cripple 
the work of the Lord? The wise farmer, whose barns are too 
small for his harvest, builds larger, even if he must go into debt. 
Should we not exercise the same wisdom? Two years ago we 
liquidated a debt of $20,000, and if we still have the same zeal 
and will, to labor for the Lord, and it is to be hoped we have, 
who will say we cannot do so again?—-Many temporary arrange- 
ments to help along in the present emergency were suggested. 
Why not permit some students to live with Christian Lutheran 
families in the vicinity of the College? Why not vacate the 
residence near the College owned by Synod, or that part of the 
building in which the house-father lives, and thus make room 
for many students? But none of these plans seemed satisfac- 
tory nor practical to Synod. Whereupon the following amend- 
ment for the whole matter was submitted: Resolved, 

First, That the Board of Directors of Capital University be 


instructed to erect such a building as may be necessary at Co- 


lumbus. 

Second, That the sum expended on such building shall not 
exceed $15,000. 

Third, That a beginning shall not be made with the erec- 
tion of the building until g of the sum total required shall have 
been secured. 

Fourth, That such building contain the lecture rooms, the 
library, the chapel, and other rooms for common purposes. 
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At this stage of the proceedings business took a sudden but 
pleasant turn. Mr. H. Ahlers of Allegheny City, Pa., through his 
pastor, H. J. Schuh, promised in the name of his congregation 
$3,000; Prof. F. W. Stellhorn stated that he had received $1,000 
for that purpose; other smaller sums were announced. The en- 
thusiasm ran high and Rev. C. H. Mayer was at once appointed 
to gather subscriptions for the new building during Synod. 
Later on, the worthy and energetic brother reported that he had 
secured by subscription $10,665—the sum necesssary to begin 
building. Synod extended to him hearty thanks for his labor 
of love. 


B. Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, Ohio. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF WOODVILLE 
SEMINARY. 


Dear BRETRHREN in Curist!—With grateful hearts towards 
God we report to our Synod, that during the past two school 
years the labors in this Institution were visibly blessed. Among 
the teachers that love and unity which is so essential to success 
prevailed. Diligence and conduct of the pupils were satisfac- 
tory. God also graciously preserved both teachers and pupils 
from severe sicknessss and accidents. 


In the years 1888 and 1889, 43 pupils attended the school, 
of whom 10 were sent forth as teachers, after having passed a 
satisfactory examination. During the past year also this num- 
ber of students was the same. Of these 5 passed examination 
after having finished the prescribed course of study, and on 
recommendation were called to parochial schools within the 
bounds of our synod. 


Having become convinced during the session in February 
1889 of the pressing need of increasing the teaching force, and 
having heard oral testimony of the faculty and of Rev. P. 
Raether in regard to the ability and character of Mr. Philip 
Gauff, then a student in the Seminary, the Board called said 
student as assistant teacher in our Seminary, especially for the 
branch of music, at a salary of 6500.00, and made him an ad- 


visory member of Arr. 
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The Board further resolved, that in the future each pupil 
shall pay ten dollars annually for fuel, light and repairs, and 
those who are not preparing themselves for the office of teacher 
or pastor shall in addition pay thirty dollars tuition. This reso- 
lution took effect at the beginning of the past school year. 


Last year the Board became convinced that the study-rooms 
were no longer sufficient for the number of pupils. Moreover, 
eleven applications during the last half of the school-year could 
not be considered, on account of want of room. The executive 
committee was therefore authorized to have one of the recitation 
rooms partitioned off so as to have one more study room. 


The Board allowed $92.32 for the laboratory of the Seminary 
and $25.00 for the purchase of music. With joy and gratitude 
toward God the Board accepted one thousand dollars for needy 
students, a bequest of Mr. John Kemper, deceased. The money 
bears 7 per cent. interest, which is used annually for the bene- 
fit of indigent pupils. In case of great need one-tenth of the 
principal may also be used. 


Prof. W. Steinmann, Ph. D., has again entered the ministry, 
accepting a call to San Antonio, Texas, in the month of March 
of this present year. For the second professorship thus vacated 
the Board called teacher C. F. Theiss, of Oshkosh, Wis., and we 
are pleased to be able to state that the call is accepted. 


As, according to the Constitution of the Seminary, the right 
of appointing professors in this institution permanently is vested 
only in Joint Synod, the welfare of the Institution, however, 
sometimes demands that the Board extend calls, therefore it was 
resolved, to recommend to Joint Synod so to change § 3, C. II. 
of the Constitution of the Seminary, that it shall read: “Joint 
Synod alone shall create professorships, but the Seminary Board 
shall fill the same in the name of Synod.” 


Finally we bring to the notice of Synod that the time of 
Revs. C. H. Rohe and G. Dillman, of teacher G. Maier and Mr. 
J. Michelfelder, as members of the Board has expired.

REPORT OF FIRST SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


This report is very encouraging and entitles us to the best 
of expectations for the future. 

1. We move that the appointment of Prof. Gauff be ap- 
proved and that Prof. Gauff be a full member of the Faculty. 

2. We also recommend that the appointment of Prof. Theiss 
be approved. 

3. The petition for a change of an Article in the Constitu- 
tion we cannot recommend to be granted. 

We move the report to be printed in our minutes. 


PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD RESPECTING 
WOODVILLE AFFAIRS. 


The report of the committee was adopted with this amend- 
ment, that the salary of Prof. Gauff be $650 per year, 

The question of building at Woodville was referred to a 
special committee consisting of Revs. J. G. Butz, J. Dornbirer, R. 
Knoll, F. W. Althoff and J. O. Hoffmann and the delegates Veith 
and Bowman. This report, although it did not meet with the 
approval of the majority of Synod, yet, upon request, was or- 
dered printed. 


SPECIAL C)MMITTEE ON WOODVILLE MATTERS. 


Your committee to which was referred the consideration of 
the interests of the School Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, O., 
and the suggestion of propositions in regard thereto, respectfully 
submit the following: 

1. Inasmuch as the erection of an addition to the seminary 
building is not advisable under existing circumstances, therefore 
we move that no more students be received than can be lodged 
in the seminary building. 


2. Further, should it appear by the next convention of 
Joint Synod that the demand for schoolteachers on the part of 
our congregations cannot be fully met, then we shall be necessi- 
tated to build, and with the help of God will also be enabled to 
do 80. 
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3. Since the students of our seminary are again enabled to 
conduct the much needed catechetical exercises in the parochial 
school of our congregation at Woodville, therefore the relations 
the seminary to the school and of the school to the seminary 
should be submitted to Synod for ratification.

This committee reported ad versely to building and gave it 
as their judgment, that only so many students should be received 
as can be comfortably accommodated in the present buildings, and 
that this matter be postponed for two years. We have already 
undertaken too much, how can we undertake this? Perhaps in 
two years hence we might see our way clear in this matter. 

In answer to this it was asked: Why should we close our 
doors against students since there is so great a demand for paro- 
chial school teachers? Students not studying for this profession 
would first be excluded, which would certainly be a great mis- 
take since they especially are a benefit financially and otherwise 
to our institutions, Moreover, we should give more attention to 
the education of our people in general, in our institutions. Fur- 
_ thermore, many of our congregations have a warm feeling espe- 
cially for Woodville, and would be ready to put their shoulder to 
the wheel now. We ought to be especially thankful that our 
prayers for Woodville have been answered, and should not think 
of closing our doors against any of the blessing that God has 
made to flow toward our institution. If it is necessary to build 
at Columbus it is certainly necessary at Woodville. The more 
pastors we have, the more teachers we need. The following was 
then offered as a substitute for this item of the special committee; 
Resolved : 

1. That the Board of Directors of Woodville Seminary be 
and is herewith instructed to build an addition to the seminary 
named, 

2. That the cost of that addition shall not exceed the sum 
of $6000.00. 

3. That the erection of said addition be begun as soon as # 
of the sum required shall have been secured. 

Item 8 of the Committee’s Report was referred to the Board.

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C. German Practical Theological Seminary at 
Afton, Minn. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE PRACTICAL SEMINARY AT 
AFTON, MINN. 


The Board of Trustees of the German Practical Theological 
Seminary at Afton, Minn., herewith submits the following re- 
port to the Hon. Joint Synod of Ohio, etc. 


The work of this Institution proceeded successfully and satis- 
factorily during the last two years. In His great goodness and 
mercy God has also blessed and prospered this Institution. To 
Him be praise and thanks therefor. 


The number of students has incréased with every year. In 
the school year, Sept. 1888, to June 1889, the number war 42, of 
which number 20 were in the Seminary and 22 in the Prepara- 
tory Department. At the close of the school year 5 of the stu- 
dents of the Seminary were examined and having been found 
worthy, dismissed as candidates of Theology. 


In the school year, Sept. 1889, to June 1890, 53 students at- 
tended the Institution, 26 the Seminary and 27 the Preparatory 
Department. At the close of the school year 11 students of the 
of the Seminary were examined and recommended for ordination. 
Accordingly, since the last meeting of Joint Synod 16 laborers . 
have been sent into the vineyard of the Lord from this Institu- 
tion. Diligence and conduct of the students were satisfactory. 
The state of health of the students was less satisfactory. Inas- 
much as the climate of that country is generally very healthy, 
this was likely owing to the fact that the Institution-building and 
and the rooms rented for that purpose were overcrowded. The 
lecture rooms could hardly contain the larger class of students 
and besides had to be used as dwelling rooms. That such crowd- 
ing must have been very detrimental to the health of the stu- 
dents can readily be seen. During the next school year however 
there will be sufficient room, as a large building has been rented 
which will not only furnish room for about 40 students but also 
a large lecture room. The board herewith directs the attention 
of Synod to the question whether it would not be better to en- 
large the Institution building instead of paying a large sum of 
money annually for rent. 
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Inasmuch as the number of students is continually on the 
increase and both professors are overloaded with work, the Board 
herewith directs the attention of Synod to the necessity of call- 
ing a third professor. Finally, it is to be remembered that the 
term of office of 4 members of the Board of Trustees has expired, 
viz. the term of Rev. J. H. Doermann, Mr. F. Friedrick, Mr. C. 
Burkhardt and the undersigned. Furthermore the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Rev. C. Lembke must be filled. 
The brother named removed to Washington, and cannot be 
present at the meetings of the Board on account of the distance.

REPORT OF FIRST SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


A successful work of this institution is reported, for which 
we feel grateful and thank God. 

According to the report sufficient room for the students has 
been secured at a very low figure and therefore the erection of ad- 
ditional buildings should be postponed. 

We also feel unable at present to call a third Professor for 
this Institution; but we recommend to the faculty to relieve 
themselves by combination of the work, until more teaching 
force can be furnished. 

We move that the report be printed in our minutes. 


THE PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON 
AFTON AFFAIRS. 


This report of the committee was adopted with the exception 
of item 2. For this was substituted, that an assistant instructor 
for the preparatory department at Afton be called. Among other 
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things it was said, that at Afton in the last two years 16 men 
had been sent into the ministry, certainly a good showing for 
Afton. But the work there is too burdensome for our present 
teaching force. If the money question be sprung in this con- 
nection also, it should not be forgotten, that it has been repeat- 
edly said during this session of Synod, that if the demand is 
absolute, then the want of money no longer remains a question. 
Our course at Afton in the preparatory department is but two 
years and should be three. It is required of our practical as well - 
as of our theoretical students, that they be fully equipped for 
the office of the holy ministry. Besides the progress and spirit. 
of the times demand that our students receive as thorough 
an education as possible. If this objeet is to be obtained and 
our course remain the same at Afton, then the calling of an 
assistant instructor becomes a necessity. In former years when 
the classes were small, it was possible to get along, but this in- 
stitution has also by God’s grace made encouraging progress. 
All possible combinations in teaching have already been made. 
That one professor instructs 25 students in the same room where 
more than one dozen students are lodged, is sufficient evidence 
of this fact. Another matter in this connection should not be 
overlooked. The distance from Afton to Columbus is very great, 
and many of our congregations lie still farther West, in which 
are found young men who desire a theoretical education. Pro- 
vision should therefore be made at Afton for a more thorough 
course of instruction in the preparatory department, so that these 
young men could be sufficiently advanced at Afton to enter the 
Freshman or Sophomore at Columbus. The motion to call an 
assistant instructor for the preparatory department at Afton was 
carried unanimously. 

The worthy President appointed the following committee to 
nominate candidates for an assistant teacher at Afton: Pres. H. 
A. Allwardt, Prof. F. W. Stellhern and Rev. H. J. Schuh. This 
committee reported as follows (the report not signed by Pres. 
Allwardt) : |

Since no report upon the condition of affairs at Hickory had 
been sentin, Prof. H. K. G. Doermann was appointed to prepare 
a written report as soon as possible, which should be printed in 
the minutes. This report reads: 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE ENGLISH PRACTICAL SEMI- 
NARY AT HICKORY, NORTH CAROLINA. 


This Institution has during the past two years enjoyed rich 
blessings of the Lord. From 88-89 there were five students in 
the Seminary who were temporarily instructed by Rev. L. M. 
Hunt up to January 89. In this month the undersigned, hav- 
ing been called by Joint Synod at its last session in Allegheny, 
Pa., assumed his office in the Institution and has since that 
time regularly given instruction. In the following school year, 
89-90, there were 13 students in the Seminary, of which num- 
ber two—J. M. Senter and J. L. Kibler—were in December ex- 
amined and recommended for ordination and installation. Both 
are now successfully laboring in West Virginia. After the close 
of the term a third one—W. M. Kibler—having passed a success- 
ful examination, was ordained and installed in several congrega- 
tions in West Virginia. 

The diligence and conduct as well as the health of the stu- 
dents were good, for which blessings we heartily thank our heav- 
enly Father. Applications from 17 new students were received, 
which would make a total of 27 students for the next year—if all 
come. But, since most all of them expect beneficiary support, 
Joint Synod, however, has appropriated so far only $200 for 
_ beneficiaries and all current expenses, the undersigned was not 
in a condition to say: Come one, come all! but had to make an 
indefinite reply, depending on the appropriation of Synod at its 
present session. 

Since the same demands are made on ministers coming from 
our Practical Seminaries, as on others who have received a more 
thorough training, it becomes absolutely necessary that a pro- 
seminary be established in connection with the Seminary, espe- 
cially since the school facilities in the South are so poor.

REPORT OF THE FIRST SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


In regard to the petition, we would first of all state, that a 
translation of Hutter’s Compendium is now extant. 

Further we would propose : 

1. That the Theological Faculty at Columbus and Prof. 
Doermann be appointed to consider the advisability of publish- 
ing a series of English text books for our St. Paul’s Seminary 
and, if feasible to have any or all such books published. 
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2. That the necessary help for conducting the Grammar 
School be granted. 

3. That a reasonable number of indigent and worthy young 
men may be received and supported to the amount not exceeding 
the allowance for this purpose. 

4. That the petition in regard to the furnishing of school 
rooms and repairs be granted; the expenses arising therefrom, 
however should be in accordance with appropriations made. 

5. That the petition be printed in our minutes. 


PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON HICKORY 
AFFAIRS. 


Referring to Hutter’s Compendium of Theology, it was 
stated that this work is not published any longer as said by 
sub-committee, but that the plates for the same were destroyed 
in a fire at Baltimore. Here a number of ministers offered their 
copies of this work as text-books to help in the present emer- 
gency at Hickory. 

The preparatory department at Hickory next received the 
attention of Synod: As matters now stand, we have no prepara- 
tory department at Hickory, but there is an academy there for 
both sexes, which, however, receives no support from Synod, 
further than the use ofa recitation room. Students in the Sem- 
inary, who were deficient in some preparatory studies, were 
granted privileges in this academy in the past two years. This 
gave rise to the question, whether Synod ought not on the one 
hand to assume part of the expenses of the academy, since some 
students receive instruction in the same; and on the other, 
whether Synod ought not to prescribe what text-books are to be 
used. At this stage, the same decided opposition to co-educa- 
tion which manifested itself two years ago, showed itself still 
alive. A number of ministers expressed their utter disapproval 
of such an institution as a child of Synod. Yet something must 
be done in the way of more thorough work at Hickory. By all 
means let our young men receive a thorough training. This is 
very necessary in the South where unionism rages and proves so 
formidable an enemy. Again nothing has done more for our 
Synod in the South to command attention and respect than our 
Seminary at Hickory. But we must have a preparatory depart- 
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This would also enable us to prepare young men, desiring a the- 
oretical education, for the Freshman or Sophomore claes at Co- 
lumbus. It was further emphasized that more attention should 
be given to the German language, so that when men from Hick- 
ory come in contact with German brethren in Synod or else- 
where, they may be able at least to understand the German lan- 
guage. The following was then adopted by Synod. Resolved, 

1. Thata preparatory department be established at Hickory. 

2. That a professor be called to take charge of this depart- 
ment at a salary of $600 per annum. 

Since, however, Synod granted privilege to the Board of Di- 
rectors two years ago, to establish a grammar school and academy 
for both sexes, this privilege was now revoked by Synod. 

Further, since the academy has been little more than a 
parochial school, therefore be it resolved, that the Board of Di- 
rectors be empowered, if they think it advisable, to establish a 
Christian congregational school in the Institution and that the 
use of one room be granted for this purpose, if such a room can 
be spared. 


E. Wernle Orphans’ Home at Richmond, Ind. 


SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME OF 
THE EV. LUTH. JOINT SYN: D OF OHIO AND OTHER STATES, 
FROM SEPT, Isr, 1888 TO SEPT. Isr, 1890. 


1n tHe Lorp!—lIn again reporting the work and 
operations of our Wernle Orphans’ Home, now in existence 
eleven years, I render this report with honor, praise and grati- 
tude to our faithful God, who bas in the past two years mani- 
fested Himself as the true Father of the fatherless by His abund- 
ant blessings upon our common cause. 

Eleven years have passed away since that fourth day of 
May, 1879, when the Wernle Orphans’ Home was called into 
being and begun in faith, on the beautiful grounds of “Green 
Mount,” near Richmond, Ind. Then this Home was begun like 
dropping a grain of mustard-seed into the earth. Weak and 
feeble as it then was, like a floweret blooming upon the heath 
among the thorn bushes, it has now become a mighty tree, 
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growing under the rain and sunshine of divine mercy—a tree 
that now spreads its powerful and leafy boughs, sheltering a 
large number of poor, forsaken orphans. 


According to the Report for 1888 there were then 112 chil- 
dren in this Institution, In 1889 and 1890 forty children were 
announced for reception into the Home. Of this number 23 
were received; to wit, 14 boys and 9 girls. There were dismissed 
from the Home and entered into outside service 35 children. 
The aged father, Christopher Stiefel, was called by the Lord, out 
of the Church militant into the Church triumphant, on April 
8th 1889, in his 84th year. Two children were also called away 
to their true Home above and have gone to our Father, of whom 
the whole family in heaven and earth is named. Charles Hani- 
son died July 26th 1889, of inflammation of the brain, aged 7 
years, and Wilhelmine Flattich died June 3rd 1890, of con- 
sumption, aged 10 years. 

The Lord sorely afflicted the parents of our Home, the 
worthy Superintendent and his wife, by the death of their 
promising son, Edward, who was drowned whilst bathing in a 
stream near Capital University on May 24th 1890, He reached 
the age of 18 years, 4 months and 21 days. May the faithful 
Lord, who has smitten the dear parents, also heal their wounds 
and strengthen and console them in their deep sorrow. 


Twenty-two children were confirmed; to wit, 12 boys and 10 
girls. Some of these children were given to mechanics to learn 
trades and the others were dismissed to work outside the Home, 
Two talented boys will enter our Teachers’ Seminary this fall. 


| Charles and Godlove Schaub passed examination for the 
office of school teacher very creditably. Charles Schaub has 
already accepted a call to Upper Sandusky, O., and Godlove 
Schaub to Oshkosh, Wis., so that two former pupils of our Or- 
phans’ Home are now serving the Church in the capacity of 
teachers in parochial schools. A. Nicklas, another pupil of the 
Home; is now a student of Theology in our Seminary at Co- 
lumbus. 

The total number of children, now under our care at the 
Home is 98; to wit, 57. boys and 41 girls. 
In performing the domestic labors the Matron is assisted by 
a widow and 8 confirmed girls. Of the latter, two have already 
passed the 18th year of their age, and receive wages. In per- 
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forming the labors in the stables, the garden and the field the 
Superintendent is assisted by a hired man and two confirmed 
boys. Of aged persons, who found a bome in our institution, 
there remains only Mrs. Rosine Morgenroth. During the week 
all children over six years of age attend school, where they are 
instructed by our efficient teacher, Mr. J. Zinsser, in German 
and English. | 

Catechetical® instruction is given by the Superintendent 
himself, Eighty children were examined and gave proof that 
the Orphans’ Home School is efficiently managed in every re- 
spect. 

The sanitary condition at the Home during the past two 
years has been very satisfactory. The Institution has been 
exempt from dangerous diseases and other ills; although la 
grippe, the all-prevailing disease, entered the Home, it was soon 
banished. 

Fifty-eight acres of land, purchased for the sum of $3,500, 
have been paid for. This land afforded sufficient pasturage and 
water for the live stock during the drought of July. The exten- 
sive garden supplied us with nearly all the necessary vegetable 
food, notwithstanding the great drought. The cows supplied us 
with the necessary milk and the chickens with eggs. Sixteen 
acres of wheat and 10 acres of oats yielded a good harvest. The 
new barn is an ornament to the surrounding country and with- 
out it the Home would suffer loss. In the stables there are 4 
horses, 9 good milch cows, 3 heifers, 4 calves and 14 hogs. There 
is abundant provender on hand for the coming winter, The 
old barn has been removed to a convenient place, repaired and 
fitted up for a laundry. The yard where the old barn stood, has 
been filled up and leveled. The house on the farm and the new 


barn have been insured for $2,000. A telephone, which will be 


very useful to the Home, has been put up. 


Concerning the domestic life at the Home report has already 
been rendered. Upon the whole the arrangements based upon 
eleven years of experience remain unchanged. As true domestic 
life can only be well-pleasing in the sight of God when it is 
based upon His Word, with its precious promises, admonitions 
and consolations, so it also must be with the training of so large 
a family, consisting of orphans. This training can only then 
be successful when it is based upon a sure foundation. How 
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difficult it is to preserve a healthy Christian discipline among so 
many children coming from so many different families, is best 
known to the Superintendent and Matron of the Home. 


The daily labor of keeping the house in order, doing the 
work in the kitchen, the halls, the dormitories and the sewing- 
room, and the labors in the garden, field and stables, remain as 
heretofore and afford good opportunities to learn to know the 
abilities of the children and their diligence or the reverse. 


God endowed our Superintendent and Matron with ability 
and willingness to perform with assiduity the duties of their 
highly important offices, under the most difficult circumstances, 
during the past two years. May the Lord continue to bless them 
with love, wisdom, strength and courage in the future in their 
blessed labors! 

To the praise of God and giving all honor and glory to His 
name, it must be said that a large number of orphans lead 
pious and godly lives and are ornaments of this Institution. 
Sad experiences are however not wanting. Two boys who ran 
away last year, were long sought for in vain by the Superin- 
tendent, but were at length found near Hamilton, O., and 
brought back to the Orphans’ Home. 


Our festivals and enterprises were again patronized in a 
substantial manner and gave thé proof that our Institution has 
many friends and well-wishers. I therefore deem it my duty to 
express sincere thanks to all the friends of our ‘orphans in the 
name of the latter. 

As to the financial affairs, the value of the property and the 
receipts and expenditures of the Home, I would refer you to the 
detailed Report of the Treasurer. It is also my duty in pursu- 
ance of a resolution of the Board of Directors, to lay before this 
reverend body the Constitution of the Orphans’ Home for ex- 
amination and adoption. I must also mention that the official 
terms of Pastor C. F. W. Brecht and Mr. H. Koetter have ex- 
pired. 

I have been enabled in this report, as in all my former re- 
ports, to show you how God has so visibly and tungibly blessed 
our Orphans’ Home in its steady growth and progress. To the 
Lord our God let thanks be given for all His blessings in tem- 
poral and spiritual things! May He abundantly reward all 


benefactors for the love they have manifested toward our Or- 
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phans’ Home! And may He abundantly bless in the future as 

He has blessed in the past, the Wernle Orphans’ Home above

REPORT OF FIRST SUB-COMMITTEE, AND PROCEEDINGS ON 
THE SAME. 


According to the report of our Orphans’ Home, we have 
every reason to thank God for the perceptible blessing which He 
bestowed and continued upon this institution. 

We move,1. That the constitution of our Orphan’s Home 
at Richmond, Ind., be amended by adding to Article V. as a 
sixth item the following: “The House-Father or superintendent 
is to be subject to the Board of Directors, his functions have to 
be in accordance with their instructions, he stands under their 
supervision, and in all his proceedings he is accountable to them. 

2. That the report be printed in our minutes. 

Since the sub-committee having constitution of Orphans’ 
Home in hand did not recommend that said constitution be 
approved by Synod, but rather suggested that changes in the 
same be made, this item (1) together with constitution was 
therefore referred to the committee again for resolutions on the 
same. Rev. H. Wickemeyer and Superintendent Dingeldey were 
added to the committee. The following was the result of the 
deliberations of this committee: 

That the Constitution of the Wernle Orphans’ Home be 
herewith approved, together with the following alterations. 


1. Art. III. 2. be made to read: 

That the election of the members of the Board shall take 
place in such a manner, that at one meeting of Synod three, at 
the next meeting three, and at the third meeting two shall be 
elected, who shall in each case serve six years. 


2. To Art. V. 2. shall be added: 

In general in his official acts he shall be wholly under the 
supervision and instructions of the Board, and is responsible to 
the same for all his acts. | 

8. At the end of Art. VII. shall be added: and ratified by 
Synod. 


: This changed and approved Constitution reads as follows: 


CONSTITUTION OF WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME. 


ARTICLE I. NAME. 


“Wernle Orphans’ Home” of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Ohio and other States. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT OF THE INSTITUTION. 


The object of the institution shall be to receive poor and 
neglected orphans, that in it they may be cared for bodily and 
spiritually; in a word, that a true Christian training may be 
given them. ; 


ARTICLE III. BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


1. The Board of Directors of the Orphans’ Home shall be 
elected by the Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. Itshall be 
9 of at least 8 members; 4 pastors and 4 laymen. 

The election of the members of the Board shall take place 
in such a manner, that at one meeting of Synod three, at the 
next meeting three, and at the third meeting two shall be elected, 
who shall in each case serve six years. In case it becomes 
necessary the Board shall be privileged to fill any vacancy until 
the next meeting of Joint Synod. The special officers, namely 
the President, the Secretary and the Treasurer, as also an 
Executive Committee, shall be elected by the Board from its 
own number. 

3. The duties of the Board of Directors are 

a) In general, to care for the welfare of the institution. 

b) In particular, to watch over the internal management 
of the same. 


4. DUTIES OF THE SPECIAL OFFICERS. 


a) Duties of the President. It shall be his duty to pre- 
side in all regular, as also in all extra meetings, to open and 
close them with prayer and to see that all business is laid before 
the body in proper order. He shall have the privilege of calling 
the Board to an extra meeting as often as it may appear to him 
urgently necessary. For the payment of all bills examined and 
approved by the Executive Committee he shall give an order on 
the Treasurer. He especially shall have the welfare of the 
Orphans’ Home at heart. 
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b) Duties of the Secretary. The Secretary shall record all 
proceedings of the Board; moreover he shall have charge of all 
correspondence of the same, and shall twice announce in our 
church papers every meeting to be held. 

c) Duties of the Treasurer. The Treasurer shall hold in 
safe-keeping all moneys and all papers of value; he shall also 
keep an accurate account of all receipts and expenditures of the 
the Orphans’ Home and shall lay such account before the Board 
at its regular meeting. His books shall be open to the Executive 
Committee at all times for inspection. On the receipt of an 
order he shall pay all accounts. He shall also, if the rd so 
demands, give security in such sum as the Board may see fit. He 
shall moreover at every meeting of Joint Synod lay before it an 
accurate report. 

5. The Board of Directors shall meet in regular session 
twice annually, namely on the first Tuesday in March and on 
the first Tuesday in September. Extra meetings may be called 
bY the President, as also at the request of at least three members 
of the Board. 

6. The Board shall be responsible for ail its acts to the 
Joint Synod. Through its chairman it shall lay a written report 
of its acts before the honorable body at its regular session. 


ARTICLE IV.—THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


This committee shall be elected by the Board at their regular 
session in the month of March, and shall consist of as many 
members as the Board thinks proper. The office of this com- 
mittee shall be in the name of the Board to attend to all such 
business as may be necessary in the time between the meetings 
of that body; as for example, the reception and dismissal of 
children, examination of accounts received, repairs of the house, 
etc. The committee shall meet if possible on the first Wednes- 
day afternoon of every month, and shall at such times keep 
accurate minutes of its proceedings, which are then to be laid be- 
fore the Board at their regular meeting. For all its acts it shall 
be responsible to the Board, Extra meetings may be held as 
often as circumstances may demand. 


ARTICLE V.—THE SUPERINTENDENT OR HOUSE-FATHER. -. 


1. The Housefather shall stand to the institution in the re- 
lation of a father to his family. He shall make the necessary 
purchases, and shall each month lay before the Executive Com- 
mittee an accurate and complete account of all receipts and ex- 
penditures for the Orphans’ Home. 

2. The Housefather shall also keep a journal concerni 
the whole institution in regard to the reception and dismiseal of 
children, purchases, and the like, and at their desire shall lay the 
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same before the Board of Directors. In general in his official 
acts he shall be wholly under the supervision and instructions of 
the Board, and is responsible to the same for all his acts. 

8. Moreover, the Housefather shall especially see to it that 
the building with all its appurtenances shall always be in good 
repair, and that cleanliness and order be maintained. 

4. He shall be watchful over the school and shall see to it 
that instruction is imparted according to the directions of the 


5. All hired help shall be appointed by the Housefather. 


ARTICLE VI.—OF THE RECEPTION OF OHILDREN. 


1. Wholly orphaned children especially shall be received 
into the institution, but such as are only half orphaned shall 
not be excluded, provided that 

a) They be from the bounds of our Synod and therefore 
from our congregations, and 
b) It be shown that the parent still living cannot properly 
provide for the child for whom admission is sought in any other 
way. 

Children, whose father and mother both still live, and yet 
who are proposed for reception into the institution, may be re- 
ceived only when a fixed sum is paid for their boarding, and only 
by the unanimous consent of the Board or the Executive Com- 
mittee, 

2. Children to be received by this institution must not be 
under two, nor above fourteen years of age. In the first case, 
however, in regard to children under two years of age, an excep- 
tion may be made in urgent cases when the circumstances in the 
home will allow. 

3. It shall be required that all children received into the 
institution, shall by written agreement be given over to the Or- 
phans’ Home until they shall have reached their eighteenth 
year; that is, in such a manner that the father or mother, or guar- 
dian or such other person as may have legal control of such chil- 
dren as are to be given to the charge of the Orphans’ Home, 
shall voluntarily and over their signature give euch control to 
the Orphans’ Home. 

Only such children as have their boarding paid in full, shall 
not be held to the Orphans’ Home in the said manner. 

4 It shall be demanded of wholly orphaned children pro- 
posed for the reception in the Orphans’ Home, but who are pos- 
sessed of means, that according to the judgment of the Board 
they shall either pay over to the Orphans’ Home a part of their 
means, or at least the interest of the same, as a partial remunera- 
tion for their training and care. In the same manner of the re- 
maining parent of half orphans, that he, the father, or she, the 
mother, at the admission of their children to the Orphans’ Home, 
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shall pledge themselves either to pay the full amount fixed for 
their boarding, or at least pay to the Orphans’ Home as much as 
they may be able to for their training and care. 

5. Children shall be received only by the Board of Directors 
or by the Executive Committee of that body. 


ARTICLE VII.—DISMISSAL AND DISPOSAL OF CHILDREN. 


1. Children once received by the institution can be dis- 
missed only when 

a) They have reached their eighteenth year. 

b) When, for such as would be dismissed before that age, full 

yment of a sum, fixed by the Board, for their boarding shall 
ave been paid. , 

c) When the Board or Executive Committee at a regular ses- 
sion, by unanimous resolution shall dismiss this or that child, 
with or without full previous payment of boarding to relations 
or other Christian families. . 

2. All children, who after their confirmation may not be 
needed to do the work in the Orphans’ Home, shall be sent out 
for service or n his may be done by the Board 
in regular session or by the Executive Committee. 

a) Children shall be sent og such places as give certain 
reason to expect that they will brought up in the Lutheran 
Church, and also to some useful employment. 

b) Any earnings of such child as may be sent out, shall be 

id to the Housefather, and the Board shall determine the sum 
be given the orphans at their final dismissal. 


The constitution shall be read over annually in the regular 
session of the Board. Changes in the same and by-laws may be 
made, if favored by two-thirds of the members and ratified by 
the Synod. 


F. Publication Affairs. 
REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear Breturen: The extensive minutes of the fifteen (15) 
meetings held by this Board during the last two years furnish 
evidence of growth and progress. It is meet that we thankfully 
acknowledge the goodness of God in richly blessing the imperfect 
and faulty work of our hands. 

Your attention is directed to the following points: 


1. The brethren elected to this service at the last conven- 
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tion of Joint Synod met in Columbus, Oct. 16, 1888, and organ- 
ized by choosing Rev. D. Simon president, and the undersigned 
secretary. 

2. The instructions and wishes of Synod have been exe- 
cuted and complied with to the best of our ability. 


3. At a meeting held Feb. 12, 1889, the secretary was in- 
structed to publish in the Luth. Kirchenzeitung a notice to the 
effect that, in view of a very limited circulation and consequent 
financial loss to the Concern, the German Lesson Leaves would 
be discontinued at the end of the present quarter. Their publi- 
cation was incurring a deficit of between $150 and $200 annually. 


4. We would call special attention to the efforts of the 
Board with reference to the publication of tracts. We have be- 
gun a double series of tracts (one 4 page, and the other 16 pages) 
and another series of general tracts on doctrinal and practical 
subjects in both languages. We trust that our pastors and con- 
gregations will encourage this movement by the extensive circu- 
lation of the tracts.

6. At a meeting of the Board, held Dec, 9, 1889, Dr. Loy 
appeared before the Board and stated that Prof. Schuette had 
sent in his resignation as editor of the Theological Magazine. On 
motion, Dr. Loy, was requested to re-assume the editorship at 
least until the next convention of Joint Synod. 

7. We respectfully submit the following recommendations. 
They are the result of mature deliberation, and we bespeak for 
them earnest consideration on the part of Synod. 

a) Wecall attention to a proposition made by B. F. Martin 
of Columbus, O., with reference to the sale of a lot for the use 
of our Book Concern. (Full explanations and documents will 
be found in the minutes and portfolio of the Board.) We recom- 
mend the acceptance of this proposition. In case this is refused 
or fails for any reason whatever, we ask Synod to give the Pub- 
lication Board permission and authority to’ purchase some other 
suitable lot and erect thereon buildings of our own. 

b) In view of a petition from our English District the 
Board last year entered upon a plan to reduce the price of the 
Lutherun Standard. Our most earnest efforts failed to accomplish — 
the desired end. Inasmuch, however, as we deem the reduction 
of the price of the Standard for various reasons not only desir- 
able, but necessary, we now recommend the following plan: 


That we solicit suitable advertisements for the Standard; 
that these appear in the form of a cover to the paper; that the 
work of receiving and admitting advertisements be placed in 
the hands of the agent under the supervision of the Board; and 
that under this arrangement the price of the Standard be reduced 
to one dollar ($1.00). 
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c) We recommend that Synod regulate the salaries of the 
editors of our synodical papers, and definitely fix the salary of 
each editor. 

d) We recommend the re-election of our present agent, J. 
L. Trauger. 

e) We submit the question: “Shall we publish a Devotional 
Book for Communicants?” 

8. Quarterly and annual reports of the Concern have been 
regularly presented to the Board; and these, having been exam- 
ined and approved, are placed on file in the portfolio of the 
Board. A summary statement of the Book Concern from April 
1, 1888 to April 1, 1890 is appended to our report. 

9. A new Board is to be elected at this meeting. 

10. The proceedings of the Board, together with a portfolio 
containing quarterly and annual reports of the Concern, are sub- 
mitted to Synod.

REPORT OF THE SECOND SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


Your committee respectfully calls your attention to the fol- 
lowing points in the report of the Publication Board referred to 
it, and takes the liberty to submit resolutions as follows: 


Paragraph 3: It appears from this, that the Publication 
Board discontinued the publishing of German Sunday School 
Lesson Leaves in the spring of 1889. It is our conviction, that 
the Board, by this action, assumed too great a liberty, as Synod 
expressly decided on having these Leaves further published. 
(See p. 29, Joint Synod Minutes of 1888 ) 

Paragraph 7—a: In regard to the proposition of the com- 
mittee of the Publication Board, concerning the erection of a 
building for our book-store, printing-office, and bindery, your 
committee is of the opinion, that the proper time for the erection 
or purchase of this kind has now arrived, and herewith puts the 
question to the Honorable Synod, whether said building should 
be erected on property that has been offered us, OF 5 in 
the city, or near our institution. 

Paragraph 7—b: Touching reduction of price of the Lu- 
theran Standard your committee moves: That the price of the 
paper be set at $1.25 per year; furthermore, that hereafter the 
Lutherische Kirchenzeitung be published weekly for $1.25 per year. 
We further move, that Rev. C. H. Rohe be appointed editor of the 
Kirchenzeitung and Rev. D. Simon of the Lutheran Standard; the 
Professors Stellhorn and Schmid and Rev. A. W. Werder as as- 
sistant editors of the Kirchenzeitung, and the Professors A. Pflueger 
and Dr. Schodde and Rev. E. Pfeiffer as assistant editors of the 
Lutheran Standard. 

Paragraph 7—c: On the advice of the Publication Board, 
your committee proposes the following salaries for the respective

Puragraph 7—e: Your committee recommends, that, if in 
the opinion of the Publication Board the publication of a De- 
votional Book for Communion” would be profitable, the Board 


proceed to publish it. 


Paragraph 8. From the report of the Book Agent it appears 
that the invested capital has been handled profitably, and in the 


past two years a handsome surplus been placed to Synod’s credit. 
But it cannot be denied that evils exist, which, if they are not 
removed, involve danger to our business interests. On April Ist, 
1890, with an active capital of about $35,000 there were $11,597.27 
outstanding, of which about $1,200 is to be deducted for com- 
missions on books. In view of this enormous irregularity, your 
committee feels itself justified in proposing and urging the 
adoption of the following rules, to stop to some extent this loose 
system of credit: 1. That the agent be required to send monthly 
statements to all debtors regularly; 2. That hereafter credit be 
limited to six months. If payment is not made then, the agent 
shall refuse to trust the debtor on new orders, except only in 
very special cases, and then only with the consent of the Pub- 
lication Board. 

Further, your committee submits to the honorable body of 
Joint Synod the following resolutions for adoption : 

a) 1. Publication of a Synodical Manual, with contents 
about as follows: Articles of Incorporation of Joint Synod, as 
also of the different Institutions, Constitution and By-Laws of 
Synod, as far as they have been adopted, the Statutes of the dif- 
ferent Institutions, of the Orphans’ Home, and of the different 
Boards, the Instructions extended to the Boards by Synod from 
time to time, etc. 2. That Rev. E. A. Boehme be intrusted with 
this work. 

b) As regards the publication of an English Liturgy, we 
take liberty to call attention to the fact, that a committee for 
this purpose was appointed years ago, and it would be desirable 
to receive their report or to adopt appropriate resolutions. 

ce) That the Publication Board be instructed: 1. To have 
blanks printed for Certificates of Ordination; 2. To have the 
Augsburg Confession added to the appendix in future editions 
of the German Hymnal. 
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d) That Synod take action to have a complete history of 
Joint Synod published, as the one we have presents only a part 
of this history. 

e) That the Publication Board be notified to lay more stress 
on the printing of suitable advertisements, both of our own and 
of other good and valuable publications, by using the covers of 
reports, pamphlets, etc.; also by printing small hand-bills, price- 
lists, etc., which the agent could inclose with all his business 
correspondence. 

) That the Publication Board be instructed to engage one 
or more agents, to sell books, etc., on commission by their order. 

9) In conclusion, your committee feels necessitated to make 
it an obligation of the Publication Board to see to it that all 
employes in this department hold themselves entirely aloof from 
politics, except so far as their general duty as citizens requires. 


‘PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON PUBLICA- 


TION MATTERS. 


The question which first received the careful and earnest 
deliberations of Synod was: Has not the proper time come to 
erect or purchase a building as a permanent home for our Book 
Concern? This question was answered affirmatively and the 
following facts were adduced as evidence: at present we pay a 
very high rent ($900 yearly, and in addition to this $100 for 
steam-power and about $2,400 for press-work) and besides we 
are running great risks of having notice served on us to vacate 
the building, which would indeed prove a great calamity to our 
extensive business; the price of property in Columbus is con- 
stantly advancing; we could secure our own building in the 
same manner pursued by hundreds of private families, that we, 
instead of paying such enormous rent and other expenses, apply 
the same money, after interest on borrowed money is deducted, 
as partial payments on the capital proper; and that capitalists 
are ready to advance the necessary money to build at once. 


These facts led to the conviction that the proper time to erect or 
purchase a building for our Book Concern had arrived. 


A proposition from a capitalist to erect a building on a cer- 


tain lot in Columbus was then considered. This lot, situated 
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on the southwest corner of Main and Third streets, is offered for 
$16,500 with time for payment. Capitalists offered $15,000 at 6 
per cent. interest to erect a suitable building on the same; or to 
build according to the plan of the Board, if we pay 6 per cent. 
interest on the capital as rent and to deliver the building to us 
at its original cost at the expiration of eight years. This propo- 
sition met with few friends, as the price was too high. Besides 
it was believed that a suitable building site could be obtained at 
a price ranging from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Synod, after the usual confessional service on Saturday after- 
noon, resumed the consideration of this point in Pastor Beck's 
church. The following was offered as a substitute for the whole 
matter: 

For the purpose of securing a permanent home for our Book 
Concern, be it. resolved, 

1. That a lot be purchased and buildings erected in the city 
of Columbus, Ohio. 

2. That the execution of this design, thé selection of a suit- 
able lot and the erection of the necessary buildings be placed in 
the hands of a special building committee, consisting of the 
members of the Publication Board and the Trustees of Capital 
University. 

3. That to defray the expense of this project, $3000 be set 
aside annually from the earnings of the Book Concern as a sink- 
ing fund. 

4. (Added later by Synod) That the whole sum to be ex- 
pended for lot, building and machinery shall not exceed $30,000. 


5. That the building committee shall have authority to 
purchase a building site, to erect the necessary buildings and 
furnish it with the proper machinery in addition to what we 
now have, provided that, and as soon as, this can be done with- 
out assuming obligations amounting to over $3000 annually, 
including interest on borrowed capital. 


The discussions of this session centered in the question, 
whether the building shall be erected in the city of Columbus or 
near our Institution. Here opinions differed widely. On the 
one hand, it was said that when we consider the great sum of 
money—$5000 to $10,000—necessary to purchase a lot in the city 
of Columbus, would it not be advisable and a saving of money 
to erect a home for our Book Concern near our College, where we 
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have ground of ourown. Besides our Book Concern can just as 


well transact all business for our Synod near our College as in 


the city. Nor would we incur any loss thereby, if only more at- 


tention be given to advertising our Book Concern through circu- 
lars and our periodicals, thus securing the confidence and good 
will of our people. It was further remarked that our Book Con- 
cern is not a money making concern. 

On the other hand, it was emphasized that we must build 
in the city. Many obstacles and inconveniences to successful 
business will present themselves if this is not done. Mail is re- 
ceived but once a day at the University and in the city four and 
five times—thus delaying orders one day or more. Moreover, 
our Book Concern would get little job work to do, since very few 
would go three or four miles to learn prices. It must be admit- 
ted that our own people should always receive preference, but if 
in addition to this, our Book Concern can, on honest and legiti- 
mate business principles, obtain a handsome sum for our Synod 
every year by outside work, who can conscientiously object? 
And why should we seek some place of obscurity for our Book 
Concern? Our Book Concern deals purely with business and 
why not go where business is transacted? Only a few years ago 
we had a very small capital, now-we carry a stock of over $30,- 
000. This was made in the city of Columbus. Another fact 
should here not be overlooked, namely, that at certain times of 
the year, especially about the holidays, the business for our 
Synod is more extensive than at other times, thus requiring dur- 
ing these busy times for our own purposes, double the number 
of hands. But if good and efficient workmen are to be secured 
for our printing and binding departments, then we must give 
them employment the year round. This we can only do by re- 
ceiving and seeking work outside of Synod. The whole substi- 
tute as proposed and changed was adopted by Synod with. an 
overwhelming majority. 

To the item respecting the reduction of the price of the 
Standard and the appearance of the Kirchenzeitung weekly at the 
same price ($1.25 per year) was yet added: Resolved, That any 
congregation or charge ordering one copy of either Standard or 
Kirchenzeitung for every family composing the same, shall receive 
the paper at one dollar per year. 

Respecting the assistant editors, it is the sense of Synod, 
that the Professors F. W. Stellhorn and A. Pflueger write articles 
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on doctrine, the Professors E. Schmid and Dr. G. H. Schodde on 
the news in the Church and the Revs. A. W. Werder and E. 
Pfeiffer on missions. 


| Regarding the publishing of an English liturgy, Prof. A. 

Pflueger reported, that up to the present time he had been un- 
able to do anything in this matter. The appointed committee 
(Prof. A. Pflueger, Rev. E. Pfeiffer and the Baltimore Conference) 
was earnestly admonished to go te work. Prof. M. Loy, D. D., 
was added to the committee. 


Upon motion a committee, consisting of Rev. C. F. W. 
Brecht, Sr., Prof. W. Schmidt and Rev. J. M. Johanssen and the 
Delegates Gayman and Wolf, was appointed to propose amend- 
ments to the statutes of the Publication Board. This report as 
handed in by the committee reads as follows: 


Since it was impossible for your committee to procure the 
statutes of the Publication Board—only a few rules referring to 
it could be found scattered in the records of Synod—and since 
the time for the production and consideration of entirely new 
statutes is too short, we move that the Publication Board itself 
be appointed to make propositions for the amendment of the 
statutes and submit them to Joint Synod at its next meeting for 
consideration and adoption.

Home Mission work on the part of our Synod. While, indeed, 


the Lord alone knows how many souls were made glad with the 
Bread of Life, it behooves us, as your servants, to give you a brief 
summary of the work. 7 

On the 6th of October, 1888 the brethren, re-appointed and 
one newly appointed, met for organization. Rev. C H. Rohe 
was chosen president, Rev. J. Beck treasurer, Rev. L. H. Schuh 
secretary. The other members of the Board were Rev. O. 8. 
Oglesby and Rev. P. Schmidt. The Board continued thus or- 
ganized until March 1890, when Rev. L. H. Schuh resigned, 
having accepted a call to Tacoma, Washington. Rev. J. H. 
Schneider was chosen in his place. In April Rev. O. S. Oglesby 
resigned, having accepted a call to Pittsburgh, Pa. Rev. E. 
Pfeiffer was chosen, in his place. 


The Board met,.in regular and extra sessions, thirty-three 
times. At these meetings numerous calls were extended, several 
resignations considered, reports of missionaries read and advice 
given and petitions for men and money considered. 


The following tables will show that a larger gumber of men 
and congregations have been assisted than ever before. Two 
years ago twenty-seven men had been employed, during the past 
two years there were forty-five. Two years ago the Building 
Fund aided eight congregations, now twenty have been helped. 
It will also be seen that the salaries of a few missionaries exceeds 
the usual limit of five hundred dollars, and that not a little 
amount, $1,249.55, has been paid out for moving and traveling 
expenses. If, however, our work is to succeed, and be a perma- 
nent thing, we must, like the apostle of old, seek to get a hold 
in the centres of population, the larger cities. Living in such 
places is higher, however, than in the country or in small towns. 
Hence those men need more. In order to get the right men in 
the right places, it became necessary, in several instances, to call 
men from the East to the far West. It can not be expected that 
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didates, if called to mission fields from any of our seminaries, 
had to appeal to the Mission Board for their traveling expenses, 
since, as a rule, they had not the means, and there were no or- 
ganized congregations to advance the same. During the first 
years of the Board’s activity, this item of expense was less, be- 
cause, as a rule, men were employed who were already on or 
near the field in which they began their labors. 


It is with pleasure and gratitude to God that we can state 
that the Lord has visibly blessed the labors of our missionaries. 
No less than thirteen places have become self-supporting, while 
a number have so far relieved our treasury that there is every 
hope to believe that they will soon need no more assistance ut 
all. Only a very few places had to be given up. 


The Building Fund has been materially enlarged. Two 
years ago the total value of papers in the hands of the treasurer 
of this fund was $5,039.44. He now holds $9,614.66, showing an 
increase of-over four thousand dollars. This fund should receive 
especial attention, since the money invested in it will go on 
from place to place, building places of worship and thus 
strengthening the walls of Zion even after the donors have gone 
to their eternal reward. 


Children’s Day has again proven a success, not a little of 
the money needed for the mission work having been supplied 
by the same. Those Sunday-schools which have some system- 
atic way of raising money, say by the “barrels” or envelopes, 
stand foremost among the contributors, showing that all we 
need is system. If rightly directed, our children alone could and 
would support our missionaries. Why do not all congregations 
observe this day? 


Evidently the Publication Board made a move in the right 
direction, when it put Missionary and General Tracts at the dis- 
posal of the missionaries for free distribution. If only something 
could be done to cheapen our tracts so that every pastor could 
employ them, at his own expense, as aids in his missionary 
efforts. In our estimation, there should be a special department 
for mission matter in the Kirchenzeitung. 

Possibly some may find fault with the Board, if they learn 
that the treasurer owes our missionaries no less than $2,000. 
Let such be assured that it is no easy task to turn a deaf ear to 
the imploring cry for the Bread of Life. The Board may have 
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over-rated the willingness of our pastors and people, but cer- 
tainly not our ability nor the seriousness of the obligation, rest- 
ing upon us as stewards of the Lord’s pure Word and Sacra- 
ments. What we need now isa united, willing, prayerful effort 
to support the men now at work, and at the same time seek to 
furnish men and means to strike the sickle into other fields, long 
ripe for the reaper. Or does Synod desire to give up some of the 
points now manned, and to cease undertaking more work? Be- 
fore doing that, we should carefully consider the words: No 
man, having put his hand to the plough, and looking back, is fit for the 
kingdom of God.” Luke 9, 62; and: “Oursed be he that doeth the 
work of the Lord deceitfully,” that is, negligently, Jer. 48, 10. 

Others may feel hurt that their special requests were not 
heeded. Such should be assured that the Board has helped 
wherever it could, exercising its judgment as to the places most 
in need. Many a plea was left unanswered, not because it was 
considered unworthy, but because there were others which were, 
in the Board's judgment, still more urgent. Brethren, wait and 
hope and pray on. The Lord will yet prosper Zion. His arm is 
not too short, His love is not yet cold. ‘

The grand total collected for the Mission Treasury and the 
Building Fund during the last two years is therefore $17,529. 


This is no little sum, yet it makes a very small amount when 


divided by the number of communicants composing the Joint 
Synod, It is also not a large sum when compared with what we 
have received from the Lord, and with that which some other 
churches give for missions. But we are improving. 


Seeing that our students frequently lack in knowledge re- 
specting missionary matters, and, therefore, in enthusiasm and 
zeal, the Board would, in conclusion, suggest that Synod make 
some provision that monthly lectures on missionary subjects be 
delivered in our Institutions of learning. 


May the Lord of the harvest not look upon our shortcom- . 


ings and mistakes, but graciously pardon them, and may He 
continue to shed His Spirit abundantly upon us, so that the 
work among us may increase and prosper to the salvation of 
dearly purchased souls and to His name’s glory.

REPORT OF THE SECOND SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


Never in the history of our Synod have we been permitted 
to present so gratifying a report of the mission work of Synod, 
and we humbly praise the grace of God, who has kindled among 
us this living mission spirit. 

In order, however, to found this work upon a sound ‘basis, 
as well as to increase the interest in mission work more and more, 
your committee begs leave to offer a few suggestions : 


1. It appears from the report of the Board, that during the 
past two years the receipts have amounted to somewhat over 
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$12,000, which sum has been entirely expended and besides a. 
debt of about $2,000 incurred. If during the following two 
years the Board assume obligations in the same proportion for 
missionary salaries, the sum total would reach $20,000. We are 
convinced, that it would be advisable to enjoin the Board not to 
exceed a fixed limit, and would suggest for the next term of two 
years a sum not exceeding $15,000. 

2. We endorse the proposition of the Board, that addresses 
on mission topics and mission work in general be delivered once 
a month in all our theological seminaries. 

3. We deem it desirable, that a member of the Mission. 
Board be present, if possible, at some of our numerously held 
mission festivals in order to give prominence to the importance 
of such work. In addition to this the widest circulation possible 
should be given to the report of the Board. 

4. A communication from Rev. G. Loewenstein respecting 
the appointment of a traveling missionary should be referred to 
the Board of Missions for action. 


— 


8. PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON MISSION 
AFFAIRS. 


In explanation of Item 1, which stipulated a certain sum 
(viz: $15,000 for two years) for mission work and beyond which 
the Mission Board should not assume obligations, it was said, 
that it was not the intention of the committee to set boundaries 
to the liberality of the people, but because the obligations are 
made one year in advance and no one can tell how much will 
be received, it certainly would be wisdom to fix a limit to our 
appropriations, so that we may not unexpectedly find ourselves 
involved in debt. Nor would stipulating a certain sum in any 
way hinder us in expending more for this good cause, should our 
people see fit to give more. Fear was also expressed that our 
people in their zeal for missions, are, in some cases, losing sight 
of the General Treasury. Yet notwithstanding, it was emphatic- 
ally said, that fixing the sum to be expended by your Board for- 
missions might be falsely interpreted, and would to some extent 
savor of cowardice and fearfulness—because God is everywhere 
opening wide to us the door. Our mission field is from day to- 
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day becoming more extended; call after call: “Come over and 
help us,” is received ; but how often must not these Macedonian 
cries remain unanswered for lack of men? Here then the watch- 
word must be: “Forward and not backward,” lest others come in 
and reap a bountiful harvest while we look wistfully on. Nor 
can it be said with truth, that we lack the means in our Synod 
to carry this work on to greater success. How much has not 
been accomplished in the past few years even by our children 
for missions! It is believed, that if Children’s Day and the use 
of money barrels be more generally adopted in our congregations, 
that our children will almost alone support this treasury. And 
in what branch of Synod’s work has the hand of God been more 
clearly seen than in our missionary undertakings? Our col- 
lections for this purpose have doubled from one Joint Synod 
meeting to another. Two years ago we had 27 missionaries in 
the field, and now we have 45. In the last two years 13 miesion 
stations have become self-supporting congregations. These are 
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1 tangible facts and should banish every thought of taking a step 

5 And the signal success with which we are meeting in our 
1 mission work became further evident from the interesting ac- 
i * counts given by delegate G. W. Nicol, from Tacoma, Washington, 
pie and by Dr. Steinmann, from Texas. In Tacoma we now have 
. two congregations, which have been organized but a few years, 
0 N and that too, with but little aid from Synod.

E sion has also been organized there, and it is believed will be self. 
1% supporting in one year's time. The energetic brethren, L. H. 
ee! Schuh and Krause, are preaching in other parts of Tacoma and 

Bhi i vicinity where there are as many as twenty and twenty-five fam- 
ilies, which can with little effort be organized into congregations. 

Such are the prospects in this field so ripe for harvest. In con- 

clusion the hope was expressed that our Mission Board would 

send one more man into this field at once. 


No less encouraging are the prospects in Texas. Since Dr. 
Steinmann has been there, five pastors and six congregations 
have been gained and desire to unite with our Synod, so that 
the prospects for a Texas District in the near future are very 
flattering. It was also remarked that we should turn our atten- 
tion to Tennessee, Alabama and Kentucky, where the work at 
the start would be ‘principally English, yet not exclusively, as 
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German immigration into these parts is increasing. With these 
remarks, Synod closed its discussions upon Item 1, which was 
stricken out. 

The promise of the Mission Board to defray the traveling 
expenses of Rev. L. H. Schuh to Tacoma, after some explana- 
tions in the matter were made, was ratified. 

Revs. G. Loewenstein and M. C. Hecht and delegate Niemeyer 
were appointed to examine the account of the treasurer of Home 
Missions. Following is their report: 

Your committee has in hand the accounts of the treasurer 
of Home-missions and building fund. We herewith report that 
after carefully comparing receipts and expenditures with re- 
ceipts, we found the entire account correct. This treasurer’s ac- 
count shows 

1. As to Home-missions : 


a) That the treasurer received from 8 treasurer and by 
contributions, $12,334.21; by loans, $1500—total, $13,834.21, and 
expended, $14,003.16; overpaid, 8168.95. 

b) That the mission-board owes to its missionaries up to 
Sept. 1, 1890, the sum of $1016.94; and hence there is a debt of 
$2185.89. 

2. As to the church building fund we would state 


a) That the amount in this treasury on Sept. 11, 1888, was 
$55;86, received since by contributions and otherwise, $5894.19— 
total, $5950.05. 

b) That $5440.08 were loaned to congregations during the 
past two years. Amount in the treasury at the present time, 


$509.97.

i REPORT OF THE GENERAL TREASURER. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


GENTLEMEN: In making this, my second bi-ennial report, 
I must state that while there has been considerable done on the 
part of some, there could still more have been accomplished, had 
all worked hand in hand. 
I would especially call your attention to the Debt State- 
ment, as also the Receipts and Expenditures of the General 
Treasury. 
There is no question, if it is the intention of Synod to carry 
on all the work already begun, something must be done to have 
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the receipts keep pace with the expenses, or Synod will have 
within a year or two a debt similar to the one it wiped out a 
year ago. 

In my judgment matters could be remedied in the 


BENEFICIARY SYSTEM, 


There is no doubt that the Expense Fund would fare 
better if, more precaution was taken in the receiving of bene- 
ficiaries. The number of beneficiaries ought never to exceed 
that of the self-supporters, and, if any are received, the num- 
ber ought by no means to be above one-third of the whole 
number of students. 


No beneficiaries ought to be received who have not Gnished 
the Grammar School course. . 


Charges sending beneficiaries should at least pay one-half 
of the expense of Tuition and Boarding, and let the student, 
during the summer months, try to secure enough means to 
pay the other half, or as near as possible, 


Rumors are afloat for some time—upon what basis founded, 
I do not know — that some students are on the beneficiary list 
who could éasily pay the necessary amount to carry them 
through school. If that is the case, synod is making a mistake, 
because many a widow’s mite is contributed with a different 
understanding. I hope synod will carefully consider this mat- 
ter as it needs careful attention. 


Another item of importance and one which I called synod’s 
attention to in my last report, is 


THE FIFTY CENT PLAN. 


There is no doubt but that a great many think that if they 
have paid 50 cents per communicant, enough will be collected to 
supply the General Treasury, as also the Home and Foreign Mis- 
sion Treasury, and the District Bynodical Treasuries. As that is 
thec ase with a great many, would it not be well to fix the 
amount for all purposes somewhat higher, and let the congrega- 
tions distribute the amount to the different treasuries? Then 
there will be no misunderstanding.

: NAMES OF CHARGES AND CONGREGATIONS. 


In order to show the exact amount of collections for the 
different treasuries from a charge or congregation, the Treasurer 
as prepared a new book to open accounts with every charge or 
congregation, instead of the pastors. In this way if a charge or 
congregation is without a pastor, it will get the proper credit 
when a collection is sent in by the treasurer or other authorized 
person. Heretofore cases have occurred where pastors had re- 
moved for several months to another charge without informing 
the Treasurer, and when monies were sentin from his former 
charge, the Treasurer was at a loss to know how to make the 
proper credit. It is the earnest wish of the Treasurer that each 
pastor send in the name of the charge, the name of each congre- 


_ gation and where located, and when collections are sent to the 


Treasurer, to give the name of the congregation and for what 
institution it is intended. 


THE GENERAL TKEASURY. 


It may not be known to all, that collections for the different 
Institutions should be sent direct to the General Treasurer, as in 
that way every charge and congregation would get the proper 
credit immediately. If they send it to the institution it is in- 


tended for, the officials must notify the General Treasurer of the 


same, thereby causing double work’ It is the duty of this Treas- 
ury to supply the different Institutions when they are in need 
of funds.

GenTLeMEN: I have the honor to submit herewith a de- 

tailed statement of the Liquidation of Debt Fund. You will 
notice in spite of the amount raised, that the Debt has risen to | 
a considerable proportion again. 
Having given the finances of Joint Synod a most careful 
study, and having had four years experience in the office of 
General Treasurer, I don’t think it amiss to call your attention 
to the suggestions in the General Treasury Report, Unless the 
Receipts exceed the Expenditures, the result can easily be fore- 
seen. 

All plans and suggestions will be of no avail unless they 
are carried out. Joint Synod has about 60,000 members, and if 
only the half dollar per communicant had been raised, $60,000 
would have flowed into the General Treasury during the last 
two years instead of $30,000. |

PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON GENERAL 
TREASURY AFFAIRS. 


Item 2. pertaining to our beneficiary system, evinced the 
fact that there is general dissatisfaction with said system, as we 


have it at present. It would seem that we stand almost alone 
in our beneficiary work asa Synod. With our present arrange- 
ment, students are received without giving an opportunity to 
our Faculties to judge concerning their worthiness and capabili- 
ties. This must be considered as neither an expedient nor ad- 
visable course to pursue, Justice to our congregations demands, 
that all students should support themselves for the first year as 
a trial year, so that unworthy students may not draw from a 
much depleted treasury, as must sometimes prove the case with 
our present arrangement, A little over one year ago we wiped 
out a debt of $20,000, and now we again a have debt of $10,000 
hanging over us, It is evident that a halt must be called some- 
where. Correcting inaccuracies in our beneficiary system will 
do much toward decreasing our expenses, It was suggested that 
if a young man is too poor to support himself ‘for one year, this 
might be done by his congregation or by individuals for that 
length of time. Item 2, was then substituted as follows: 


Resolved, That all students having the ministry in view in 
any of our Institutions, be required to pay all expenses, except 
tuition, for the first year as a trial year, and having proved them- 
selves worthy at the expiration of that time, shall then be re- 
ceived by the faculty as beneficiaries, 


It was further resolved, that the whole subject of our bene- 
ficiary system be referred to our several Districts for considera- 
tion, and that congregations and Conferences be encouraged to 
support students at our institutions. 

Upon motion, Mr. Fred. J. Heer, General Treasurer, was re- 
quested to appear before Synod and to give us a full report, in 
how far the individual congregations have fulfilled their duty. 
Time, however, forbade to hear this report, and it was moved 
that the same be printed in the minutes. Following is the re- 
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The auditing committee, consisting of the Revs. J. Hum- 
berger and P. Raether and.delegate Bauereis, of the General 
‘Treasurer's books, reported to have found all correct, and moved 
that Synod extend thanks to our General Treasurer for his faith- 
ful and assiduous labors. 


I. Treasures Reports. 


REPORT OF THE JOINT SYNOD TREASURER. 


Dear BRRTRHREN:— On assuming the treasurership of Joint 
Synod two years ago, the undersigned sent a circular letter to 
the several District treasurers, assessing the sum of $4.50 per pas- 
tor for the biennial term ending September Ist 1890. By this 
assessment it was expected to raise $1,224, levied on the Districts 
as follows: 


Northern District (comprising we 11

Eastern District — rn 10 166 50 
Northwestern District “ „ 3 310 50 
English Distriet 180 50 
Concordia District * 58 50 


By referring to the biennial reports of the treasurer in the 
years 1882, 1884, 1886 and 1888, the following exhibit of biennial 
expenses is shown:

Concerning the report of 1888 it should be stated that, if all 
claims against the treasury for that biennial term had been paid 
before the meeting of Joint Synod, the expense statement would 
have shown an amount in excess of $1,140. 

Whilst, therefore, the new assessment, in view of the con- 
stantly increasing expenses of Joint Synod, was as low as it 
could be made, yet if the- amount of the levy had been realized, 
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no doubt the claims on the treasury up to the present meeting of 
Joint Synod would have been fully satisfied. But, besides the 
old claims outstanding, one of the Districts had overpaid its for- 
mer assessment and was therefore entitled to a credit on the new 
levy, whilst another District failed to pay anything on its bien- 
nial assessment until within a few days and is still in arrears, 


8110.50. This rendered it impossible for the treasurer to adjust 


all claims. These unsettled claims now amount to more than 
$125. Thus the burden of debt transmitted to the present treas- 
urer unforunately must pass, somewhat increased in amount, to 
his successor. What shall be done under these circumstances ? 
The undersigned would respectfully suggest: 


First, That the biennial assessment for 1890 to 1892 be suf- 
ficiently increased to pay all arrearages, as well as to provide for 


current expenses, It is believed that a levy of $5.00 per pastor 
would do this. 


Second, That, on or before the first day of October immedi- 
ately following the meeting of Joint Synod, each District treas- 
urer shall remit to the Joint Synod treasurer not less than one- 
eighth of the biennial assessment levied on his District, and 
thereafter another one-eighth tri-monthly, until the final pay- 
ment is made on or before the first day of July next preceding 
the biennial meeting of Joint Synod. 


Third, That all claims against the Joint Synod treasury 
shall be filed promptly with the treasurer and, if possible, in no 
case later than the first day of August immediately preceding 
the biennial meeting of Joint Synod. 


Such an arrangement would not only introduce better busi- 
ness methods and greatly facilitate the practical workings of our 
synodical treasury, but it would also enable the treasurer to 
close up all accounts for the full biennial term, before the meet- 
ing of Joint Synod, and to 2 a ee and more satisfac- 
tory report. 

The question also arises var, What i is to be done in regard 
to the arrearage of $110.50 of the Northwestern District? If this 
District could not fully meet its assessment for the biennial term 
of 1888 to 1890, how will it pay this old debt, besides a new and 
considerably increased assessment during the biennial term of 
1890 to 1892? Some of the Districts, it is evident, can raise 
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their assessment with little effort, whilst others do so with diffi- 
culty, or even, as in the present case, partially fail to do so. In 
view of these facts, it might be well to inquire whether the pres- 
ent basis of assessment should not be modified ? ;

REPORT OF THE FOURTH SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE SAME. 


In reference to the above report your committee makes the 
following propositions: — 


1. The manner in which the monies necessary to cover the 
expenses of Joint Synod have heretofore been raised, assessing 
the various Districts according to the number of their pastors, 
reveals more and more the injustice that poorer Districts are 
taxed to the same extent as the richer Districts. To avoid this 
we make the proposition, that the assessments for this purpose 
be levied not according to the numerical strength, but according 
to the actual ability of each District, viz.:

This makes in all $1400.00, in our opinion sufficient to pay 
off the present debt and to defray all running expenses up to 
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the next meeting of Joint Synod. To make the collecting of 
the various sums as easy as possible, we would recommend the 
well-tried plan of the Eastern District, apportioning the amount 
levied upon the whole District to its various members. 

2. The second and third propositions of the General Treas- 
urer we recommend Synod to adopt. 

3. In view of the fact that the Northwestern District, 
though the largest is nevertheless comparatively the poorest, 
we move that its debt of $110.50 be remitted. 

4. We move that the worthy President of Synod appoint 
a committee to examine the account book of the Treasurer, 
which was not submitted for our inspection. 


5. We move that the report of the Treasurer be printed in 
our minutes and that Synod extend its thanks to the Treasurer 
for the faithful performance of his duties.

The committee appointed to examine the Foreign Mission 
Treasury, consisting of the Revs. J. Dingeldey and L. F. Meyer 
and delegate W. G. Nicol, reported all accounts correct and 
moved a vote of thanks to the treasurer for his services. 


III. ELECTIONS. 


The Preliminary Committee presented the following Plan of 
Elections, which was adopted by Synod: 


Resolved, That the election of the different members of Boards, 
treasurers, etc., viz, the Institution Boards at Columbus, Afton, 
Woodville, Hickory and Richmond, the Publication and Mission 
Boards, Board of Directors of the Pastors and Teachers’ Widows 
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and Orphans’ Fund, the General Treasurer, Treasurer of Foreign 
Missions, the Auditing Committee of the General Treasury, the 
Agent of Book Concern, shall take place, as follows: 


1. That the District Presidents constitute a committee to 
nominate two candidates for each office. 

2. That the list of candidates be laid before Synod for 
approval. 

3. That a ticket of nominees be printed. 

4. That an Election Board, consisting of one pastor, one 
teacher and one delegate, be appointed by the President, which 
shall supervise the elections, keep a correct list of voters and 
announce the result to Synod. 

5. That the voting take place Tuesday Morning from 7 to 
10 A.M. It was further advised that no member of Synod shall 
act on more than one Board at one time. 

In accordance with this Plan of Election, the District Presi- 
dents now nominated candidates for each vacant office. These 
nominations were approved by Synod with but few changes. 

P. Long, Teacher J. L. Fehr and 
Delegate W. G. Nicol. The election resulted as follows:

The Committee on Nominations proposed, that also the 
members of the Publication and Mission Boards be elected this 
time for six, four and two years respectively and in the future 
for six years.

Since with this session for the first time officers for the Pub- 
lication and Mission Boards have been elected for six, four and 
two years, and we are convinced that this is contrary to previous 
practices, we desire to present the following proposition : 

Resolved, That the Publication and Mission Boards shall 


serve only two 2 as formerly, and that at the next con ven- 
tion of Synod the officers shall be elected for six, four and two 


years. 
This was approved by Synod. 


IV. MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS AND RESO- 
LUTIONS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


A. The Changing of Joint Synod into a Delegate 
Synod. 


REPORT OF THE THIRD SUB-COMMITTEE ON THIS MATTER. * 


Whereas, at the last meeting of Joint Synod the question of 
changing said Synod into a delegate body was laid over to this 
meeting and was in the meanwhile referred to the District 


Synods, and 
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Whereas all the districts 8 the Northern declared in 
favor of such delegate body, therefore your committee proposes 
the following: 


Resolved, That the Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States shall be changed into a delegate body. 

Whereas, this action would necessitate a change in the con- 
stitution we propose the following: 


Resolved, That the Constitution accordingly be changed to 
read as follows : 


CHAPTER II. 


§ 2. a) Voting members of the Delegate Synod shall be 


one pastor and one layman from each group of six congregations 
in connection with the Joint Synod, chosen to represent said 
congregations. 


b) Advisory members shall be all other l of the Dis- 
trict Synods who may be present. 

The following advisory members, shall be required to be 
present at every Delegate Synod: The Presidents of the District 
Synods, The Theological Professors, the Directors of the Teach- 
er's Seminary, the House Father of the Orphans’ Home, and 
Presidents of the Boards of our synodical Institutions. 

§ 4. The Delegate Synod shall meet bi-ennially; the Dis- 
trict Synods shall meet annually but not at the same time. In 
the Delegate Synod two-thirds, and in the District Synods, one- 
third of the voting members present shall constitute a quorum. 

§ 5. The Delegate Synod as also each District Synod shall 
elect from among their number, by an absolute majority a presi- 
dent, vice-president (the Delegate Synod two vice-presidents), a 
secretary, (the Delegate Synod a German and an English Secre- 
tary) and a treasurer. 

The officers of the Delegate Synod shall be chosen for two 
years those of the District Synods for one year. 

Your committee further recommends the following: 


Resolved, a) that each group of six 6 elect their 
own delegates. 


b) That each District Synod shall pay the expenses of its 
delegates. 


Resolved, That the President of Joint Synod shall devote his 
entire time and attention to the duties of this office. 
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PROCEEDINGS AND RESOLUTIONS OF SYNOD ON DELEGATE 
SYNOD AFFAIRS. 


All business of Synod was transacted with dispatch, but the 
Delegate Synod question was destined to prove an exception. 
For some years this question has been agitated in Joint Synod 
and was also referred to the several Districts for discussion and 
action, and to-day we stand in reality but little nearer the goal. 
As changing Synod into a delegate body, would also involve @ 
change in the Constitution of Synod to make the transaction 
valid in law, only the initiatory steps toward a delegate Synod 
could be taken at this session of Synod. A vote was then taken 
without further debate by calling the roll, which resulted in 126 
voting for and 48 against proposed change. As the necessary 
majority was not received, namely, three-fourths of the members 
present, the worthy President declared the proposition lost. Yet 
a motion was immediately made to reconsider the whole matter 
and carried. Thus the question was anew before Synod and the 
pros and cons upon proposed Delegate Synod were discussed 
with some earnestness. It was said, that we should not forget 
where our pastors live—in nearly every part of the Union—and 
that the present plan of full representation was a great injustice 
to those who could not attend on account of distance and 
expenses. A delegate Synod would unqyestionably better rep- 
resent the interests of all pastors and congregations. Besides 
all pastors would be given an opportunity to become acquainted 
with one another and also to take part in the proceedings, if not 
as representatives of Synod, as advisory members, by meeting in 
the several Districts in turn. And not only this fact, that it is 
almost impossible for Joint Synod to find accommodation in any 
of our congregations should move us to favor a Delegate Synod, 
but especially the fact that our Synod has become a large and 
unwieldy body—often retarding business. A Delegate Synod 
should not consist of more than 100 representatives, who should 
be elected in turn from their respective congregational circuits. 
At this meeting of Synod, our Northwestern District, by far the 
largest, is represented by but few members. This is not due to 
carelessness and indifference on the part of our brethren in the 
North west, for they would gladly have been with us, but solely 
to distance and expenses. The wish was expressed, should Joint 
Synod fail to become a delegate body, that the Northwestern. 
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District be allowed to be represented hereafter through chosen 
delegates. It was further said, that the larger our Synod grows 
and the more territory it occupies, the less will ministers become 
acquainted with one another. Nothing will serve better, how- 
ever to remedy this matter and to promote a common cause 
among us all than a Delegate Synod. 

A second vote was taken and by calling the roll at another 
session, which resulted again in the defeat of the proposed Dele- 
gate Synod. A motion was then made that the worthy President 
withhold his decision. The object of this motion was to give 
some members of the Northern District, which was most strongly 
against it, an opportunity yet to change their votes if they de- 
sired todo so. This was accordingly done by a goodly number, 
so that our esteemed President could eventually announce that 
146 had voted for and 42 against Delegate Synod. Thus then the 
proposition of the committee, to change Joint Synod into a Delegate 
Synod, was adopted by a three-fourth majority vole. 

Yet this was only one step in the work. The proposition of 
the committee to make the necessary changes in the constitution 
in accordance with the requirements of the law, was not consid- 
ered until near the close of the last session of Synod, and that 
too in the absence of the majority of the members. Want of 
time forbade discussion and a vote was taken which resulted 53 
for and 20 against change of constitution. The motion was 
voted down, not that a step should be taken backwards, but that 
Synod may be given an opportunity at its next meeting to fully 
consider the matter. The unadopted report of the committee is 
printed in the minutes, and may serve as a basis, if desired, for 
discussion. 


B. Reguests Respecting the Establishing of New 
Districts. 


REPORT OF THE FOURTH SUB-COMMITTEE. 


No less than four such requests are now before Synod. 


1. One from the Minnesota and Dakota Conference to form . 
a Minnesota and Dakota District ; 
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2. One from the Tacoma Conference to form a Pacific Dis- 
trict ; 

3. One from the Kansas and Nebraska Conference to form 
a Kansas and Nebraska District; and 

4. One from the lately established Texas Conference bs 
form a Texas District. 

All four requests are made in view of the fact, that the pas- 
tors and congregations concerned are too far distant from the 
cg@ntral portion of the Northwestern District and are nearly al- 
ways prevented from attending its sessions by the greatness of 


the traveling expenses; that therefore pastors and congregations 


are not interested in the work of the Synod as they should be; 
and that the great mission-fields of these regions could be much 
better worked if New Districts were formed. These requests 
being thus well grounded, we move; 

1. That the Minnesota and Dakota Conference consisting 
of 27 pastors be permitted to organize itself as the Minnesota 
and Dakota District; 

2. That the Tacoma Pastoral Conference of 4 pastors in 
conjunction with 5 others in Washington, Idaho and Oregon be 
permitted to organize itself as the Pacific District ; 

3. That the Kansas and Nebraska Conference consisting of 
11 pastors be permitted to organize itself as the Kansas and 
Nebraska District ; 

4. That the President appoint a committee carefully to 
draw the boundaries of these new Districts and to appoint a 
time for their meeting ; 

5. Since thus 3 more District Synods will have to be visi- 
ited by the President or Vice President of Joint Synod, that 
henceforth two Vice Presidents be elected and this from different 


portions of Synod, and that the Constitution be amended 
accordingly. 


The Revs. H. A. Allwardt, Prof. E. Ernst and Dr. W. Stein- 


mann were appointed a committee to fix the boundaries of the 
new Districts. Following is their report: 


REPORT OF THE BOUNDARY COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned committee moves the following with regard 
to the boundaries of * new Districts 13 from part of the 
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1. That the Washington District comprise the States West 
of Dakota and the States of Pacific coast; the Minnesota District, 
the States of Minnesota, North and South Dakota and Iowa and 
those counties of Wisconsin which lie west of a line drawn from 
Wabash to Duluth; the Wisconsin District, the States Wisconsin, 
Illinois and Missouri and the counties Lake, Porter and Laporte 
in Indiana; The Nebraska District, the States Kansas and Ne- 
braska; and the Texas District, the States Texas and Louisiana. 

2. That hereby the boundaries be marked in general only 
and that more exact lines be eventually drawn by the ex-Presi- 
dents of the Northwestern District in conjunction with the 


Presidents of the respective conferences.

2. That in all cases in which Synod as such does not tend 
to the calling of permanently appointed teachers and professors 
in our Institutions, the names of candidates for such positions 
be published in our church-papers, in order that all members of 
Synod may have an opportunity to raise objections, if there be 
any, to the calling of such candidates, before the board, or to 
propose other candidates. 


Il TWO LETTERS 


have been handed in. In one of which Synod is requested to 
make it obligatory upon former beneficiaries to refund the 
amounts which they have drawn in former years, whilstin the 
other letter the very opposite is asked. f 

According to our opinion our former beneficiaries who labo 
faithfully in our Synod and Church should not be disturbod. on 
of their former support. 

We move that in this respect no changes be made. 
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REMAINING FROM THIRD SUB-COMMITTEES REPORT. 


1. With reference to the Deaconness cause, to which refer- 
ence is made in Minutes Concordia District (p, 42, 1890), we 
would recommend that the subject be discussed for the present 
in our church papers, Conferences and District Synods. 

2. In regard to the Home for the Aged and Infirm, to which 
Minutes of the Eastern District refer (p. 57, 1890), we also recom- 
mend that the matter be discussed in our Conferences, Districts 
and church papers. 

3. Wecall attention to an item in regard to Secret Societies 


(Minutes 1888, p. 51), to one concerning the Historical Society 


(p. 63), laid on the table at last session; also, to the discussion of 
the By-Laws in Minutes Eastern District (p. 66), but recommend 
that, for lack of time, these matters be laid on the table until 
next meeting of Joint Synod. 

4. Your committee has in hand an appeal from Rev. A. H. 
Wetzel, Pinnacle, Alabama, against the Northwestern District. 

Your committee is of the opinion that this matter cannot 
be satisfactorily discussed except Rev. A. H. Wetzel be personally 
present. Since this is not the case, be it 


Resolved, That the whole matter be laid on the table for the 
present. 


5. Upon the other appeal placed in the hands of the com- 


mittee, an extensive and full report was handed in. This eport 
was adopted by Synod, but upon motion shall not be * in 
Minutes, but placed in the archives of Synod. N 
f 


REMAINING FROM FOURTH SUB-COMMITTEES REPORT. 


VARIOUS REQUESTS. . 


The Mt. Olive Pastoral Conference requests Synod to ite. 
duce gymnastics into our Institutions and to make them obliga- 
tory. We recommend that the Boards of all our Institutions 
have their attention called to this matter and be requested to 
make the necessary provisions. 

Rev. W. H. Price submits certain requests in reference to the 


office of the President of Joint Synod and in reference to a uni- 
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hat this request be carefully complied with. 


form blank for parochial reports. We would here say that all 
such requests may be brought in during the discussion on the 
By-Laws, Until then the requesis referred to, should be laid 
aside. 

Rev. J. C. Doescher asks the question of Synod: “ What 
might be done toward the uniting of our Lutheran Church in 
America, at present so much divided and split up?” We can 
offer no other answer at present than this: “Pray without 
ceasing” that the Lord may pave the way toward a full unity 
in the spirit. The brother also asks whether Synod is ready to 
adopt as its own the „Chronik“. We are of the opinion that 
Synod has enough papers already. 

A request of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States of America has been submitted 
asking our Synod to sign a petition to the governments of all 
lands and peoples in which they are to be petitioned to decide 
differences between nations not by arms, but by arbitration. 
We are of the opinion that we cannot occupy ourselves with 
this matter.

BUSINESS LAID ON THE TABLE. 


- REQUEST OF THE JOINT CONFERENCE OF TEACHERS. 


This conference requested Joint Synod to extend the right 
of vote also to the teachers of Synod, grounding its request on 
the fact that our professors who serve no congregations and 
those pastors whose congregations do not belong to Synod still 
have the right of vote, We move that the constitution be 
amended so that Chap, IV. § 2 (line 6) the words “ and teachers” 
be cancelled, and that the following addition be made, Those 
teachers who formally join Synod shall not be voting but only 
advisory members; yet the Districts of Synod are at liberty to 
extend unto them the right of vote in their sessions. 

Furthermore the conference requests Synod to take into con- 
sideration in elections forthe Board of Trustees for Woodville 
only such teachers who have the welfare of Synod at heart and 
who attend the Teachers’ conferences with diligence. We move 
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REQUEST OF THE AUGUSTANA CONFERENCE. 


This conference requested of Synod that it be placed on 
an equal basis with the district-conferences and that therefore 
those members of the First English District and of the German 
District who belong to this conference be excused from attend- 
ing the German conferences. We feel bound to move that this 
request be not granted, and this especially for the reason that 
thus many members of this conference would be deprived of 
their only opportunity of attending and taking part in German 
doctrinal and other discussions. Yet we would encourage the 
Augustana Conference to pursue its work as heretofore. 


REQUEST OF THE MICHIGAN CONFERENCE. 


This Conference requested first a change in the time of meet- 
ing of the Northern District. Since a similar request has been 
made in another District, we move that the whole matter be once 
more turned over to the District Presidents. 


Furthermore the above named Conference requests that we 
no longer support the Hermannsburg Mission, but use the 
money coming in for Foreign Missions in Negro Mission- work. 
Since, however, Hermannsburg has sent us a number of able 
and faithful men and still binds its missionaries to all the con- 
fessions of the Lutheran Church, we cannot understand that we 
should withdraw our support from this Mission. For the car- 
rying on of the Negro Mission-work in Baltimore Synod will 
make provision at another time. 


Items 1. and 2. were discussed for some time but no decision 
was reached.
